Fired on After Retreat. 

The witness said the police con- 
tinued to fire after the demon- 
strators had retreated 200 yards. 
He declared strikers did not resist 
police attempts to ¢ ‘ive them back. 
“One policeman drew his gun, 
took aim at an isolated group of the 
retreating marchers and fired 
twice just as though he was 
singling out an individual striker,” 
said Ingersoll. “He did not fire 
into the aiz or at the ground. He 
fired right at them like he desired 
to get one particular man.” 
Clubs, iron pipes and other 
weapons which police said were 
picked up on the field were shown 
to the jury after Patrolman Frank 
J. Barry gave his version. 
Barry, who said he did not par- 
ticipate in the clash, related he saw 
an officer felled by a brick tossed 
from the crowd. Policemen, he 
said, were covering their faces to 
protect themselves when he heard 
two shots from the rear of the 
crowd. 

“Then,” he said, “the police began 
to fire and their first shots were 
fired in the air.”

Vaudeville Dancer to Be Reim- 
bursed for Legal Fees Spent to 
Bring Out Marriage in 1918.

Mae West recently went into hid- 
ing after her answer to the Wallace 
suit, admitted she had married him 
in 1911 but stated they never lived 
together. 

About this the judge said: 

“I don't see that the question of 
whether the parties consummated 
the marriage - has anything to do 
with the case. It might be of his- 
torical interest, but certanly not of 
legal nterest.”

LINER QUEEN MARY | 
‘SUNK’ BY CRUISERIN 
BRITISH WAR GAME 


Hundreds of Planes Fly With- 
out Lights After ‘Invaders’ 
Reach Coast.

SOUTHAMPTON, England, July | 


18.—The liner Queen Mary theoreti- 
cally rested today on the bottom 
of the Atlantic Ocean south of Ire- 
land, “sunk” by an attacking cruiser 
in Britain’s vast war games. 

The steamship, bound for New 


York, was theoretically shelled by 
the cruiser Southampton of an at- 
tacking “Blue” battle fleet before 
the “Red” fleet and air squadrons 
protecting the English Channel lo- 
cated the “invader.” 

The “attack” came in the closing 
hours of a fortnight of naval “com- 
bat” over an area stretching from 
the Azores to the English Channel, 
in connection with land maneuvers 
that for the last two days kept all 
Southern England west of a line 
from London to Bristol in a “state 
of war.” 

The demonstration, designed to 
test Britain’s coast defenses, ended 
early today. Boy Scouts and wom- 
en who acted as “war casualties” 
were rushed to hospitals here while 
Home Secretary Sir Samuel Hoare 
looked on. A mysterious “gas” ac- 
counted for most of the “casualties” 
among the women. 

Warships and planes of a myth- 
ical “Blue Land,” 600 miles out in 
the Atlantic, “attacked” the ports 
of Southampton, Portsmouth, Port- 
land and Plymouth. 

Throughout the last two days, 
after the “invaders” reached the 
coast, hundreds of planes were en- 
gaged in the action—flying without 
lights. 

The hottest part of the “battle” 
was from midnight to 2 a. m. today 
when even the movements of civil- 
ians were restricted.

Frank 
Murphy predicted today a quick 
settlement of a strike that reduced 
sharply the number of trucks op- 
erating between Michigan cities 
and instructed State police to keep 
the highways open while the strike 
is in progress. 

The Governor sought an immedi- 
ate resumption of negotiations that 
were broken off late Wednesday 
when the strike was called for mid- 
night. He said he was confident 
the conference he hoped to arrange 
would result in a quick settlement. 

The wage scale demanded by the

Teamsters, Chauffeurs, Stablemen 
and Helpers in Detroit would give 
dockmen 52% cents an hour, check- 
ers 55 cents, city drivers 60 cents 
and “double bottom” men, or riv- 
ers of trucks with trailers, 65 cents. 
The wage scale demanded out-State 
would be slightly lower. A union 
spokesman said wages now range 
of upward from $18 a week. 


J. L. Heath of Lansing, chairman 
of the negotiating committee for 
the truck operators, declared the 
scale was “far in excess of what 
we are able to meet” under pres- 
sent freight rates. He said the 
union gave the companies no op- 
portunity to present counter-pro- 
posals, and that “if we were to ask 
the Public Utilities Commission for 
increased rates, it would take 30 
days to put them into effect, even 
if there were no objections.” 


J. M. O’Laughlin, business agent 
for the Detroit local, said that 125 
of the 170 Detroit trucking compa- 
nies were ready to sign contracts. 

Heath said that no more than 
12,000 men were participating in 
the strike. O’Laughlin said that 
8000 trucks and close to 50,000 men 
were idle. 


In Detroit, police provided a con- 
voy for 20 trucks of the U. S. Truck 
Co., Inc., whose employes belong 
to an independent union. 

In three counties, Sheriff's offi- 
cers and State policemen ordered 
strike pickets to desist from halt- 
ing trucks.

CLERKS UPHELD 


Judge Griffin Overrules 
Demurrer — All Accused 
of Failing to Properly 


Canvass Precincts. 


LEGISLATOR TO ASK 
FOR FURTHER DELAY 


Attorney Maurice Schechter 
Got These, 13 Other 
cases Put Off From Jan- 
uary and February. 


Indictments of eight election 
clerks, charged with failing to can- 
vass their precincts properly in the 
supplementary registration of June 
18, 1936, were upheld today by 
Judge James W. Griffin of the 
Court of Criminal Correction. 
Judge Griffin overruled a demur- 
rer to the indictments, offered by 
Maurice Schechter, attorney for the 
eight and for 13 others similarly, 
indicted. 


Schechter, a member of the Leg- 
islature, who used his office, under 
the lawyer-legislator continuance 
statute, to get the cases of* the 21 
clerks put off trom last January 
and February until this month, an- 
nounced to the court that he would 
ask for further delay. 

Judge Griffin, after overruling 
the demurrer, set seven of the cases 
for next Monday—a tentative set- 
ting, as soon appeared. 

*I hope,” Schechter said, “that 
the Court will not force me to trial 
too soon. « have not prepared these 
cases on the facts. Up to this time 
I have considered only their legal 
side. I had hoped to get a little 
respite, after a very busy session of 
the Legislature. I could not be 
ready to try one of these cases next 
Monday, but if forced to do so, I 
Cp be ready by Monday, July 
S 

Judge Apologizes for Remarks. 


Judge Griffin, replying, took a 
sympathetic tone toward Schechter, 
and went so far as to apologize to 
him for having commented unfa- 
vorably, last winter, on the appli- 
cations for continuances. At that 
time, Judge Griffin said he was 
“not fooled” as to ‘the purpose of 
the applications, but saw no way 
to avoid granting them. 

“I am disposed to consider any 
matter that counsel has to offer 
as to a continuance,” Judge Griffin 
said. “Counsel has done useful 
work in the Legislature, and al- 
though I originally had the idea 
that these pleas were made merely 
as tactics of delay, I have changed 
my mind since I have seen the 
work you have done on the case. 
Your brief (accompanying the de- 
murrer) was an exhaustive piece of 
work, and I thank you for it. I 
stand in the position of wishing to 
apologize for having expressed my- 
self as I did on what I then con- 
sidered dilatory tactics.” 

Reply by Schechter. 

Schechter replied that the cases 
had come ta, him without sugges- 
tion that he should obtain continu- 
ances through his legislative of- 
fice. He said other cases were of- 
fered to him with the provision that 
he should get continuances, and he 
refused them. 

Judge Griffin said the request 
for a continuance would be con- 
sidered when the firs‘ cases are 
called Monday. The seven de- 
fendants whose cases are set for 
Monday are Earl J. Foley, Anton 
J. Giljun, R. E. Sutton, N. L. 
Schnurr, Nathan Sherman, William 
A. Otten and Russell Leslie. Those

SON OF OIL MAN FREED 
BY PRISON FUCITIVES 


Seized om Oklahoma Highway 
—Two of Three Captors 
Wounded. 


By the Associated Press. 

SAPULPA, Ok., July 16.—Baird 
H. Markham Jr., 21 years old, son 
of a New York oil executive, was 
released last night four miles west 
of here by prison fugitives who ab- 
ducted him earlier in the day. He 
was unharmed. 

Desk Sergt. Charles Anderson of 
the highway patrol said Markham 
told him two of three captors were 
wounded. 

Anderson said Markham identi- 
fied a picture of Roy “Pete” Trax- 


ler, Oklahoma desperado and es 
caped Texas prison farm convict, as 
the driver of the car. Traxler, he 
said, was suffering from a wound 
in the left arm. 

Markham, Anderson said, also 
identified another of the three as 
Charles Chapman, another Texas 
prison fugitive. 

Traxler was one of nine cdnvicts 
who escaped amid gunfire from 
the Eastham prison farm at Hunts 
ville, Tex., a week ago. Four of 
the convicts were captured, one was 
killed and a guard was wounded. 

The third man, Markham added, 
was referred to as “Fred.” Fred 
Tindol of Jasper, Ark., was one of 
the nine who escaped from the pris- 
on farm. 

The men seized young Markham 
as officers closed in on them in 
the Ada area. They had aban- 
doned a car near Steedman and 
forced Markham to halt as he drove 
toward an oil well. 

Markham was released after 


eight hours and 15 minutes, during 
which he said the men criss-crossed 


posse from which they ad escaped 
by abandoning their own car and 
taking to the woods oniy shortly 
before. 

“They weren't interested in me,” 
he said. “It was my car they want- 
ed. All said they were escaped con- 
victs from the Texas prison farm. 

“The decided at first they 
couldn’t let me go because of the 
quickness with which 1 would no- 
tify police. Then they decided that 
if 1 was with them, the police 
wouldn’t shoot, should they encoun- 
ter any.: 

“I directed them through Sem- 
inole, then we waited until dark. 

“After that we circled toward 
Bristow and then came toward Sa- 
pulpa, 

“They said they wouldn’t waste 
any time at all shooting if officers 
stopped: them, although it wasn’t 
quite clear what would happen to 
me in that event. However, they 
seemed sure the police wouldn’t fire 
on them with mie in the car.”

foe text of President Roose. 
velt’s letter to Senator Bark- 
ley of Kentucky on the court 
bill, follows: 
My dear Alben: 


I am giad you called my at- 
tention to certain events of yes- 
terday and today. Lest there be 
any misunderstanding in regard 
to judicial reform, please let me 
clarify the situation. 


Since the untimely death of 
our majority leader, I had hoped 
with you that at least until his 
funeral services had been held 
a decent respect for his memory 
would have deferred discussion 
of political and legislative 
matters. 


It is, therefore, with regret 
that I find that advantage is 
being taken of what, in all de- 
cency, should be a period of 
moupning. 

Because of this situation, how- 
ever, I am compelled in the 
public interest, though against 
evéry inclination, to write to you. 
I do this because you are the 
acting majority leader in the 
‘Senate. 


Over four years ago it became 
apparent to the American people 
f and to the leadership of the new 
administration of the national 
government and to the newly 
elected Congress that grave 
problems of many kinds called 
for great reforms. The Amer- 
ican people, in an overwhelming 
majority, recognized the need 
for bank reform, for agricultural 
reform, for labor reform, for 
housing reform and for judicial 
reform. 


I cite the above merely as 
examples. Other lesser reforms 
went rhand in hand with them 
as national needs. The Congress 
and the administration effected 
during the first four years many 
of these reforms. The reform 
of the processes of justice, the 
need for which was nothing new, 
was recommended by me on 
Feb. 5 of this year. The time 
had come to act. 


In my ssage to Congress 
I set forth’ objectives. With 
these objectives the overwhelm- 
ing majority of the people of 
this country were in accord. 
With these objectives the over- 
whelming majority of the Con- 
gress were in accord. 


Proposed tentative legislation 
was drawn at that time to facil- 
itate discussion of methods in 
both houses of the Congress and 
discussion commenced immedi- 
ately in the Congress and 
throughout the country. 


Let me make clear once more 
the objectives. They constituted 
improvements in the process of 
justice in ,all Federal courts, 
from the lowest to the highest. 
These improvements included 
systematic addition of younger 
Judges to all such courts in 
which there were Judges beyond 
retirement age who had not 
taken advantage of retirement 
privileges—for the dual purpose 
of helping the older Judges give, 
a maximum of justice in a mini- 
mum of time, and of keeping 
the social viewpoints of the 
courts abreast of changing con- 
ditions. Those improvements 
also contemplated adequate ma- 
chinery for supervision by the 


Text of President’s Letter 
Calling for Court Bill Passage 


| 


Supreme Court of the expedi- 
tious dispatch of business by the 
lower courts, and for getting 
constitutional questions to the 
Supreme Court without delay. 


These were the objectives. At 
no time have I or any member 
of my administration insisted 
that the method or methods orig- 
inally praposed be. sacred or 
final except to point out that 
action was of immediate neces- 
sity and, therefore, that the pro- 
cess of constitutional amend- 
ment was an impossibility if the 
objective was to be attained 
within a reasonable time. It is, 
of course, clear that any deter- 
mined minority group in the 
nation could, without great dif- 
ficulty, block ratification by one 
means or another in at least 13 
states for a long period of time. 


Objectives can be obtained by 
constitutional legislation and 
both the original bill and Sen- 
ator Robinson’s bill weré clearly 
constitutional, 


There was the other reason 
for ‘action by legislation rather 
than by constitutional amend- 
ment. The situation of the civ- 
ilized world has been, for several] 
years, at a point of extreme 
danger. This has been caused 
by three factors—agegression and 
armament, economic crisis and 
major social needs. 


The United States is happily 
free from any thought of aggres- 
sion, or armament for aggres- 
sion, but the people of the 
United States have called for 
economic security and for major 
social improvements. National 
safety demands them. 


About a month ago Senator 
Robinson advised me that some 
new form or forms of method 
were called for if the objectives 
of judicial reform were to be 
attained. I told him that in my 
judgment the bill he proposed 
would be a satisfactory method 
of attaining such objectives. I 
told him further what I had told 
to all others who have asked 
my opinion—that on the Con- 
gress of the United States falls 
the primary responsibility for 
the adoption of methods but that 
on the President falls the re- 
sponsibility of recommending ob- 
jectives. This is in accordance 
with thesConstitution. 


To abandon any reform of the 
judicial processes at this session 
of the Congress means an aban- 
donment of the objectives. 


An abandonment of judicial 
reform, including, of coursé, all 
the Federal courts, because of 
the inability of a majority of 
Senators or a majority of Repre- 
sentatives to agree on method 
and reach a vote, places the re- 
sponsibility squarely on the 
Congress of the United States. 


May I, therefore, tell you very 
simply once more that the ob- 
jectives of the President, and, I 
believe, of the great majority of 
our citizens, remain the same, 
and that I believe that it is the 
duty of the Congress, and espe- 
cially of the members of the ma- 
jority party in the Senate and 
the House of Representatives, 
to pass legislation at this session 
to carry out the objectives. 


Very sincerely yours, 
FRANKLIN D, ROOSEVELT. 


White House leaders were so con- 
fident? Not only is the court plan 
under water but the President’s re- 
maining legislative program, the 
wages and hours bill, the farm sub- 
sidy, executive reorganization, 
plugging of income tax loopholes 
and housing legislation are endan- 
gered. 


The question involves a variety of 
factors, all cum itive. 

The surprise message and the 
original White House court bill 
were not well received at the very 
start, but Roosevelt’s prestige as 
the result of the November e' -- 
tion was thought great enough to 
press it through a reluctant Con- 
gress. Senators Wheeler, Clark 
and Burke, leading the attack in 
the Senate, received unexpected 
support from their colleagues and 
the fortuitous aid of the Supreme 
Court itself when it upheld the 
Washington minimum wage law 
and the Wagner Labor Relations 
Act. Then Justice Van Devanter 
retired, giving the President one 
immediate appointment. 

Roosevelt Men’s Poor Showing. 

Meanwhile, the Roosevelt forces 
were making a poor’ showing. 
Chairman Ashurst of the Judiciary 
Committee, put in a difficult posi- 
tion because he had ridiculed the 
idea of “packing the court,” had to 
stultify himself by explaining he 
was a master of inconsistency. 
Each day’s delay in the Senate 
Judiciary Committee cut into the 
Roosevelt support. By the time 
Robinson was ready to call up for 
consideration the original bill for 
the immediate appointment of: five 
new Justices, he had to admit de- 
feat by sponsoring the Logan-Hatch 
“compromise,” which did not 
change the principle of the original 
proposal. Robinson was confident 
that he had 54 sure otes for his 
substitute. A few days later the 
| estimate was down to 51 and now 
| the administration will have to 
exert all its influence if it is to 
get more than a one or two vote 
majority. 

Sumners’ Speech. 


A devastating blow came this 
week in the unexpected speech by 
Chairman Hatton W. Sumners of 
the House Judiciary Committee.

tional authorities in Congress, has | 


a personal following in the House 
on legal proposals comparable to 


that of Senator Norris of Nebras- 
ka on liberal measures.\ His blunt 
announcement in the House Tues- 
day that he would do al in his 
power to keep the court bill from 
being reported by his committee 
put the Roosevelt forces on notice 
that a petition requiring 218 signa- 
tures—a majority of the House— 
would be required before the House 
could consider the plan to remake 
the Supreme Court. This meant 
that Congress might be in session 
until September or October. 

Senator Robinson had great dif- 
ficulty during the.Senate debate, 
The fighting spirit and the disci- 
pline were on the other side. Par- 
ty loyalty was having its gravest 
test, primarily because n”ne of the 
congressiona] leaders had been con- 
sulted on the original bil) or the 
message which sought to justify 
it. Some of his closest personal and 
political friends were leading the 
attack against him. The fight was 
splitting the Democratic party wide 
open, and bitter personalities were 
frequently dragged into the acri- 
monious debate. 

One of the nice parliamentary 
points opposition leaders expect to 
decide in the next few days is 
whether they will agree to the pair- 
ing of the two pro-Roosevelt Sen- 
ators now on the sick list, Norris 
and Hayden. Both are ccunted as 
voters for the “compromise,” but if 
pairs cannot be arranged their 
votes will be lost and the Roose- 
velt plan will lose two important 
votes, votes which possitly might 
decide the issue.

Calls Meeting When Conference of 
Nonoperating Unions and 

} Roads Collapses. 

By the Associated Press. 

WASHINGTON, July 16—Wage 
negotiations between the railroads 
and 14 unions of non-operating em- 
ployes collapsed yesterday and the 
National Mediation Board stepped 
in immediately. 

The board called representatives 
of both the unions and the carriers 
to meet with it today. Separate 
conferences with each side are to 
be held later. The non-operating 
unions include such employes as 


clerks and shop men. The five 
operating unions, including the 
engineers and trainmen, are 


negotiat ag a separate agreement. 

Both zroups have ordered a 
strike vote but a Federal law pro- 
hibits a strike before Federal 
mediatory efforts have been ex- 


hausted. There has been no major 
railroad strike since 1922, when the 
shopmen went out in protest 
against a wage cut. 

The non-operating unions ask for 
a 20-cent an hour wage increase. 
The operating group has asked for 
20 per cent. The railroads answered 
the non-operating groups’ first de- 
mand with an offer of 2*cents an 
hour.

NLRB AID CHARGES 
ANTI-UNION PRESSURE 


Witness Says Floorwoman 
Declared Those Who 
Stuck During Strike 
Would Get Jobs First.

UNION, Mo., July 16.—The Union 
Chamber of Commerce today was 
linked with the circulation of “loy- 
alty” pledge cards in the Hamilton- 
Brown Shoe Co. plant here by tes- 
timony of a witness in a National 


Labor Relations Board inquiry into 
charges of unfair labor practices 
against the company. : 

This was the first time the Cham- 
ber of Commerce had been men- 
tioned, It was also the first inti- 
mation of the origin of the cards, 
which have played a prominent 
part in testimony of about 40 wit- 
nesses in the past week. 

The witness, Mrs. Clara Hender- 
son, who said she was laid off April 
29, quoted a supervisory employe as 
saying, “The Chamber of Com- 
merce is sending out some cards, 
and if you want to go back to work 
you can sign one of them.” 

For some reason, questioning on 
this new line was dropped, but, fol- 
lowing cross-examination and after 
another witness was called, Mrs. 
Henderson was recalled to the 
stand by Trial Examiner William 
Seagle. 

More About the Conversation. 

The worker said the conversation 
was held on May 31. The following 
day, June 1, she returned to the 
plant, she asserted. While there, 
she saw Viola Copeland, an assist- 
ant floor woman, distributing cards 
among employes who were work- 
ing. One woman, Mrs. Henderson 
declared, shook her head at Miss 
Copeland, apparently declining to 
sign one of the cards. 

David C. Shaw, NLRB attorney, 
told a Post-Dispatch reporter that 
he expected to introduce testimony 
next week that would link the 
Chamber of Commerce with a cam- 
paign of pressure against forma- 
tion of a union at the plant. He 
said other witnesses, whose names 
he refused to disclose, would estab- 
lish a more definite connection be- 
tween the chamber and the loyalty 
cards. 

Preference in Hiring. 

Mrs. Henderson said she over- 
heard an assistant floorwoman re- 
mark that employes who worked 
while a strike was in progress at 
Hambro plant were to be given 
preference in employment. 

Miss Myrtle Maness, two of three 
women who continued work dur- 
ing the strike, kept their jobs when 
all other workers at their table 
were dismissed. She said, however, 
that she and another woman were 
the only two of 12 at the work ta- 
ble who subsequently had not been 
recalled, Under cross-examination, 
Miss Maness admitted discussing 
organization of the union on com-: 
pany time. 

In a hearing punctuated by fiery 
exchanges by opposing counsel and 
sharp cross-examination of prose- 
cution witnesses, 13 former em- 
ployes of the company’s plant tes- 
tified yesterday. For the first time 
Luke E. Hart, St. Louis, shoe com- 
pany president, asked a witness if 
he would join the Commercial Shoe 
Workers’ organization if given em- 
ployment at Hambro factory. 

Complaints allege the organiza- 
tion, an independent union, was 
Sponsored by the company. The 
firm has a closed shop agreement 
with the union, and it is a matter 
of record that about 125 employes 
were discharged because of refusal 
to join it. 

Objection by Attorney. 

David C. Shaw, Labor Board at- 
torney, objected immediately. 
“This man,” he exclaimed, “al- 
ready has delegated authority to 
Local 125 of the United Shoe Work- 
ers for purposes of collective bar- 
gaining.

Isidro Gastanaga, Spanish boxer who has had a gypsy existence 
in the boxing game, will try to win a St. Louis home for himself 
tonight by defeating Otis Thomas, Chicago Negro, in a 10-round con- 
test which is the main event of a six-bout program at the Municipal 
Auditorium, under the direction of Larry Atkins and St. Louis Post

Thomas is familiar to St. Louis 
fans.

His record is obscured 
in the mists of the past six or 
seven years when he first burst 
up America after winning the light- 
heavyweight championship of 
Spain. 

Still, this much is known about 
him. He is a big, rough, rugged 
fellow, weighing about 200 pounds, 
who has fought many of the best 
heavyweights in the world, some- 
times successfully, sometimes not. 

He has won seven victories by 
knockouts since Christmas last and 
at one time was matched with Joe 
Louis in Havana, a contest which 
failed to materialize because Louis’ 
backers said they feared the polit- 
ical situation in Cuba at that time. 
Other sources have declared the 
real trouble was that the money 
promised the Brown Bomber was 
not in sight. 

In any event there seems little 
doubt that Gastanaga is a punch- 
er. Also that he is relatively easy 
to hit.

League Schedule Next Season

The team has been practicing at 
Feuser’s Del-Mar Recreation the 
past month under the guidance of 
Hugo Levin, manager of the Del- 


Mar alleys, and E. C. Gillett, secre- 
tary of the Classic League, which 
is sponsoring the team. 

At present the team has only 
four bowlers, but Endicott expects 
to have a fifth man before the séa- 
son begins. The members besides 
Endicott are Frank Hughes, cigar 
stand operator in the Clayton 
Courthouse; Ed Goltermann, who 
operates a cigar stand in the Civil 
Courts Building, and Art Schroeer, 
news vender. 

The bowlers who started practic- 
ing only six weeks ago, have shown 
a liking for the game, which, in 
Endicott’s opinion, is the best sport 
for blind men, inasmuch as the mo- 
tions of delivery and the follow 
through cause the muscles in the 
body to respond. 

Hike on Railroad Tracks. 

The only other exercise for the 
blind men comes in weekly hikes 
on Sundays and holidays. The 
hikes are from 30 to 40 miles, and 
are held on railroad tracks. They 
held 49 hikes last year. 

Despite the fact that they have 
been bowling only a month and a 
half, the men have turned in some 
good scores. In a recent game, En- 
dicott came through with a 127- 
game, finishing with three straight 
strikes and a spare. 

During the early part of their 
practice sessions, the bowlers had 
trouble keeping the ball on the 
right side of the alley. This, E:ndi- 
cott stated, was due to the flexible 
wrist a blind man has as a result

When the men started bowling, 
their first 10 games were below the 
65 mark, but since then they have 
increased their average to as high 
as 100. Hughes tops the team with 
112, with Endicott next with 101. 
Goltermann and Schroeer’ each 
have 90. 

The bowlers use a stooping de- 
livery and, after locating the center 
of the alleys by placing their left 
foot on the edge of the gutter and 
taking a short step to the center, 
they are ready for delivery. After 
the ball hits the pins, Levin tells 
them what pins are left standing 
and they then roll for the spares. 

Endicott became interested in 
bowling after hearing of the suc- 
cess of the Light House Association, 
a New York institution for the 
blind, which bowls in regular league 
play. These ‘teams are composed 
of blind men who have a slight per- 
centage of sight and can see the 
alley bed, but not the pins. 

Endicott’s team as a whole is to- 
tally blind, the only one having an 
edge on his teammates being 
Hughes, who can recognize the 
light reflecting upon the alley. The 
other members can only distinguish 
light from dark. 

It was voted at a meeting of the 
Classic League to sponsor the team 
and Gillett stated that the league 
would furnish the men with shirts

HE 1922 club gave the fans 

their first thrill in 14 years. 
and did they respond! In the lat- 
ter half of the season the home 
club played to packed houses. 
George Sisler was setting the 
pace and he reached the peak of 
all time that year by batting .420, 
beating Ty Cobb’s prev.ous rec- 
ord by a fraction. He also led

“Baby Doll” Jacobson, rated the 
greatest outfielder next to Tris 
Speaker and a pretty good hitter 
as well; Marty McManus, the 
spark plug at second base; Walter 
Gerber, a shortstop who could 
really stop them; Pat Collings and 
Hank Severeid, dependable catch- 
ers and long range hitters; Urban 
Shocker, Lefty Davis, Hub Pruett, 
Billy Bayne and other pitchers, 
besides Gene Robertson, Frank 
Ellerbe and Eddie Foster, in- 
fielders. 

It wasn’t a great team as far 
as individual stars went. With 
the exception of Shocker and Sis- 
ler, there were few names able 
to crash the Hall of Fame. But 
it was a fine unit and was work- 
ing well under Lee Fohl, when 
that great, big thrilling Yankee 
series came up, Sept. 16. 

There was hardly space to be 
had in the baseball park for any 
of the three games. And such 
was the interest in the Browns 
and the _ possibility of winning 
the flag, that the club’s home- 
game boxes and most of the res- 
ervations were all booked not 
only for the series, but for the re- 
mainder of the season.

UNSEATED DELEGATES ABANDON

Convention Waives Rule That Pitts- 
burgh Reporters Must Be Guild 
Men to Cover Session.

John O’Shea of the main conven- 
tion group gave the following ex- 
planation: “The insistence of paid- 
up-guild cards as a basis for ad- 
mission to our sessions is with- 
drawn because of the mistaken im- 
pression it has conveyed. The ac- 
tion was not intended as a means 
of muzzling the press. We invite 
and welcome unbiased reporting of 
the entire proceedings... We were 
only making a gesture of fellow- 
ship as from one union to another.” 


C 1 0 DENIED INJUNCTION 
AGAINST TEXTILE COMPANY 


Sought to Restrain Virginia Mill 
Against Coercion in 
N LEB Election. 
ROANOKE, Va, July 16.—United 
States District Judge John Paul re- 
fused today to grant the Textile 
Workers Organizing Committee of 
the C I O an injunction to restrain 
alleged coercion in the Covington 
industrial rayon plant election. — 
He held that the T W O C was 
asking the Court “to take over the 
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‘functions of the Labor Relations 


Board... created ‘or the very pur- 
pose of conducting fair elections. 

In a bill of complaint the TW OC 
charged the company was “coerc- 
ing and intimidating” employes and 
was riding in the formation of a 
company union in violation of the 
Wagner Labor Relations Act. An 
election to determine the collective 
bargaining agent at the plant is to 
be held tomorrow. 

J. M. Perry of Staunton, for the 
Rayon Corporation, told the Court 
that the granting of an injunction 
prior to the election would be “one 
of the greatest publicity stunts that 
could be used by the C I O.”

ILLINOIS BANKERS APPROVE 
PENSION PLAN FOR EMPLOYES 


Retirement at 65 Recommended 

With 40 Per Cent Salary An- 

nuity; to Form Corporation. 

CHICAGO, July 16.—The Council 
of Administration of the Illinois 
Bankers’ Association approved 
unanimously Thursday a bank em- 
ployes’ pension plan and recom- 
mended its adoption by the 815 
member banks in the State. 

Retirement of bank employes at 
the age of 65 on an annuity equal- 
ing from 40 to 45 per cent of salary 
at retirement was the principal 
provision of the plan J. F. Schmidt 
of Waterloo, president of the asso- 
ciation, predicted wide adoption of 
the plan, which he said would be 
placed in operation after Nov. 1 
under the supervision of a corpora- 
tion to be set up within the associa- 
tion. The council also selected May 
23 and 24 as the 1938 State conven- 
tion dates. The convention city will 
be chosen later. 

Details of the pension plan were 
announced by James E. Mitchell, 
president of the First National 
Bank, Carbondale. He said partic- 
ipating employes under 35 years of 
age would pay 4 per cent of their 
salary toward the annuity and that 
the banks would contribute the 
same amount. Contributions would 
increase to a maximum of 6 per 
cent in the upper age brackets. 


JACK DOYLE SEEKS DIVORCE 


Actor-Boxer Leaves for Reno; Wife 
Is Judith Allen. 

SAN FRANCISCO, July 16.—Jack 
Doyle, Irish actor-boxer, left by 
plane yesterday fur Reno to obtain 
a “quick divorce” from Judith Al- 
len, film actress, so he may re- 
marry. He declined to disclose the 
name of his bride-to-be. 

Doyle said Miss Allen obtained 
an interlocutory divorce recently, 
but he did not want to wait until 
it became final. 


William S. Hart Award Reversed. 
NEW YORK, July 16.—The Ap- 
pellate division of the State Court 
reversed an $86,759.11 breach of con- 
tract award to William S. Hart, 
famous two-gun hero of silent cine- 
ma days, and ordered a retrial of 
the suit against United Artists Cor 
poration. Hart charged the corpo- 
ration did not do its best to get a 
maximum return on “Tumble- 
weeds,” a 1925 movie it distributed 
for the actor. The court unani- 
mously reversed the jury’s verdict 
awarding the damages which 
was entered April 24, 1936 in favor 
of Hart, and ordered a retrial on 
grounds of insufficient evidence.

Emge, newsboy, was treated at City 
Hospital yesterday after he com- 
plained to polfte that ‘a man 
slugged him as he was carrying a 
sign advertising an American 
newspaper guild mass meeting for 
tonight. 

The guild is on strike against 
the Seattle Star, a member of the 
Scripps league of newspapers, fol- 
lowing a jurisdictional dispute with

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BODIES OF 20 MEN 
RECOVERED FROM 
MINE IN INDIANA 


Rescue Crews Bring Dead 
to Surface After Gas 
Clears From Explosion- 


Torn Shaft. 


By the Associated Press. 

SULLIVAN, Ind., July 16.—Bodies 
of 20 men killed in an explosion 
in the Glendora Coal Co.’s Baker 
mine yesterday were removed from 
the gas-filled mine to local mor- 
tuaries late in the day. There, 
relatives, friends and company of- 
ficers joined in identifying the 
dead. Carbon monoxide fumes 
hampered rescue workers in their 
attempts to remove the bodies. 

Nine other miners were injured, 
three of them so critically they 
may die. One hundred and 
seventy-four miners escaped in- 
jury. 

“I got out alive but I don’t know 
how,” said Wesley Bond, one of 
those working in the area of the 
explosion. “There was one big blast 


that mashed me against the wall. 
It was followed by a big wind. 


It beat against my ears until it” 


felt like railroad spikes were being 
driven into my head.” 
Thrown Against Walls. 

“The explosion picked me and my 
buddies up and rolled us like foot- 
balls,” said Jerry Cox, who suf- 
fered head injuries. “Some of my 
buddies were thrown against the 
wall and they didn't have a 
chance.” 

The mine, 18 years old, is five 
miles northeast of Sullivan. Its 
shafts extend two and one-half 
miles toward Sullivan. Harry Keen- 
an, superintendent, said the ex- 
plosion occurred about one and 
three-fourths miles from the en- 
trance. Cause of the explosion had 
not been determined. 

Keenan said only 25 or 30 men 
were working in the area of the 
blast. Two or three slight explosions 
followed the big blast, he said, and 
there was a flash of fire. The 
20 killed were crushed against the 
walls, he said. 

Little Hope for 3 Others. 

Dr. Harvey Crowder, mine sur- 
geon, said he had little hope for 
recovery of Charles Secreace, Arch 
Anderson and Afnold Roberts, all 
of Sullivan. 

Cox said he was in the explosion 
at the City Coal Mine, on the out- 
skirts of Sullivan, Feb. 21, 1925, 
in which 41 men were killed. 

On Jan. 29, 1931, an explosion 
in the Little Betty Mine near Dug- 
ger took 29 lives. In December, 
1926, 36 men were killed in an ex- 
plosion in the Francisco Mine near 
Princeton, about 50 miles south of 
Sullivan. 

Cc. W. Templeton, a part owner of 
the mine, expressed belief there 
were two explosions. He said he 
believed they were caused by gas 
pockets set off by a miner's open 
carbide lamp. 

Templeton criticised the United 
Mine Workers for opposing the use 
of electric lamps, declaring, “Had 
these lamps been used, this tragedy 
would not have occurred.” Miners 
oppose electric “bug lights,” be- 
cause, they say, the lamps are too 
heavy and acid from the batteries 
damages their clothing. 

Other mine executives said a 
spark from the electric trolley of 
the mine train might have ignited 


the gas. | 


BIG GERMAN GUNS REPORTED 
PLACED BEHIND GIBRALTAR 


London Paper Says New Fortifica- 
tions Have Been Built in Spanish 
Insurgent Territory. 

By the Associated Press. 

LONDON, July 16.—The Daily 
Herald said today new fortifica- 
tions have been built in Spanish in- 
gurgent territory behind Gibraltar. 

A correspondent for the laborite 
newspaper, wrote that heavy guns 
emplaced under supervision of Ger- 
man technical experts now stretch 
for 15 miles along the ceast from 
Algeciras toward Tarifa. He said 
all the work of building emplace- 
ments was carried out by political 
prisoners from the Algeciras jail. 

The Herald reported the first 
shipment of guns was landed from 
the German pocket battleship 
Deutschland Feb. 2 and included 
about a dozen 12-inch guns. It said 
in the second consignment, arriv- 
ing March 20, were 16-inch guns, 
transported by another’ vessel, 
which also landed the first con- 
tingent of German artillery experts. 

The paper stated that also in 
March the German tanker Max Al- 
brecht reached: Algeciras, and dis- 
charged a cargo of machine guns 
and anti-aircraft guns. 


F, ENGELHORN WILL UPHELD 


Settlement Is Arranged With First 
Wife and Son. 

The will of Fred Engelhorn, a 
paperhanger, who died in 1934, dis- 
posing of an estate now valued at

WAGNER NIGHT WORKERS 
VOTE ON CONTRACT TODAY 


Day Employes of Electric Concern 
Already Have Approved 
Proposed Agreement. 

Night workers of the Wagner 
Electric Corporation will meet this 
afternoon at 6310A Easton avenue, 
Wellston, to vote on a contract pro- 
posal negotiated by the United 
Electrical and Radio Workers of 
America, 

About 150Q day employes, mem- 
bers of the union, last night accept- 
ed the proposal, which is a modifi- 


cation of the original contract of- 
fered by the company but rejected 
by employes. The new agreement 
provides a wage increase of four 
cents an hour for time workers and 
piecework increases which will yield 
about the same amount. Minimum 
wages of 32 cents an hour for be- 
ginners and 35 cents for those with 
four months’ experience or more, 
and time and a half for overtime 
are provided. 

The proposal] establishes a dif- 
ferential of 5 per cent for workers 
on the first night shift over. day 
employes and 16 per cent for those 
on the second night shift. One 
week annual vacation with pay and 
the five-day, 40-hour week are 
granted. The union, an affiliate of 
the Committee for Industrial Or- 
ganization, is recognized as the sole 
bargaining agent. 

It is proposed that the wage 
increases be retroactive to July 5. 
About 3600 employes are affected. 


JAPANESE GENERAL DIES 
ON EVE OF PEIPING CAMPAIGN 


Nippon’s Hero of Shanghai Expedi- 
tion Had Been Slated for Big- 
gest Command of His Career. 

By the Associated Press. 

TIENTSIN, July 16.—The Domei 
(Japanese) News Agency  an- 
nounced today the death of Lieu- 
tenant-Generai Kanichiro Tashiro, 
former commander of the Japanese 
North China garrison. 

Gen. Tashiro had been suffering 
from heart disease. His illness co- 
incided with the outbreak of Sino- 
Japanese hostilities west of Peiping 
last week, and while he lay in a 
Japanese military hospital here, 
Tokio ordered Lieutenant-General 
Kiyoshi Katsuki to fly to China to 
direct what would have been the 
largest operation of Gen. Tashiro’s 
career. 

Gen. Tashiro was 56 years old. 
Most of his career had been con- 
nected with Japanese military poli- 
cy regarding China, where he served 
as military attache and in other 
capacities. He was an adviser on 
Chinese problems to the Japanese 
delegation at the Washington Con- 
ference of 1921-22. Ten years later 
he was chief of the Japanese 
army’s punitive expedition to 
Shanghai. 

In 1933, he directed the military 
police in Manchuria. Two years 
later he commanded the Eleventh 
Division. Last year, he received 
his highest command, that of the 
greatly augmented North China 


garrison. 


RE-OPENING OF CAHOKIA DOG 
TRACK PLANNED NEXT WEEK 


A. Harry Sodini Financing Repairs; 
Two Trucks of Greyhounds

The old Cahokia dog track on 
Illinois State Highway No. 3 five 


miles south of East St. Louis is 
being repaired and reconditioned 
and an attempt will be made next 
week, probably Monday night, to 
re-open the track. Dog racing is 
still prohibited by law in Illinois. 


A. Harry Sodini, who formerly op- 
erated some hotels in St. Louis and 
now lives in Peoria, !s financing 
and supervising the repairs.

CZECH GOVERNMENT RESIGNS 


Dispute Over Farm Price Re ula- 
tion Upsets Prem’‘er Hodza, 
By the Associated Press. 

PRAHA, Czechoslovakia, July 16. 
—The Government of Premier Mi- 
lan Hodza resignned today. It was 
formed June 3, 1935. The .esigna- 
tion arose from a conflict between 
the powerful Agrarian faction and 
Finance Minister Josef Kalfus over 
regulation of grain prices. 

To insure farmers “adequate prof- 
its,” the Agrarians demanded a 
State subsidy of 60,000,000 crowns 
(about $1,800,000) which Kalfus re- 
fused.

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JAMES ROOSEVELT 
MAKES JOBS APPEAL 


Asks Massachusetts Editors to 
Join in Getting Industry 
to Hire Ex-W P A Men. 


BOSTON, July 16.—James Roose- 
velt, eldest son of the President, 


called on Massachusetts’ editors 
and publishers today to support a 
campaign to place 35,000 former 
Works Progress Administration 
workers in private industry. 

Addressing a conference, to 
which he had invited 229 editors 
and publishers, Roosevelt, who acts 
as one of his father’s secretaries, 
asked that space in advertising and 
news columns be contributed to 
the campaign. 

Before the meeting, Roosevelt 
disclaimed that he had political as- 
pirations now. Recurring rumors 
have implied he might seek political 
office in Massachusetts, but he 
waved the suggestion aside by de- 
clasing he was su busy in Washing- 
ton he had “no time for any imme- 
diate political ambitions.” 

“Publishers and Editors.” 

“The first load will have to fall 
upon the publishers and the ed- 
itors,” he told the gathering, in 
discussing his employment plan. 
“Your ‘positions wanted’ columns 
have always been the chief medium 
—they still are the best medium— 
to bring jobs and workers together, 
but at the present time many work- 
ers have neither the money nor the 
knowledge of your usefulness to 
take the initiative with you. For 
that reason it has been suggested 
that you take the initiative for 
them. 

“W P A officials will furnish you 
full lists of those who have been 
dropped from W P A rolls and ele- 
mentary data as to what they can 
do, if you publishers and editors 
see the wisdom of undertaking to 
put that information in the form 
of simple ‘position wanted’ adver- 
tisements, and to run them free of 
charge in an appropriate manner 
and for appropriate periods in your 
pepers. 

“To some of you, this will be a 
considerable financial contribution; 
to others it will be a very small 
one. The distribution of ..1e bur- 
den can, I believe, he equitably ad- 
justed-and certainly all can co-op- 
erate fully through the news col- 
umns of the public press. 

Will Reach All Parts of U. S. 

“Through this method every part 
of the commonwealth will be fully 
informed of the names and type 
of work wanted by men and wom- 
en without employment in their 
community and in the common- 
wealth.” 

Roosevelt suggested the adver- 
tising plan be supplemented by 
clearing houses which would fur- 
nish an employer additional data 
regarding a prospective employe. 
State and Federal agencies, he 
said, should co-operate in estab- 
lishing such sources of informa- 
tion. 

Roosevelt also sought to enliet 
the radio in the employment cam- 
paign, and their turning to repre- 
sentatives “of that group who hold 
the entire key to the problem in 
their hands, the group who manage 
the business life of our common- 
wealth,” he asked Albert N. Mur- 
ra yof the Associated Industries of 
Massachusetts to “give us the bene- 
fit of advice from an employers’ 
point of view.” 

“Frankly,” he said, “in the first 
place I did not feel that this should 
in any way become a political meet- 
ing, but a citizens meeting in the 
old New England tradition.” He 
then invited “free and frank” dis- 
cussion, asserting that “we must 
recognize that the success of this 
program is entirely dependent upon 
the complete co-operation of the 
respective lines of endeavor which 
make up the commonwealth.” 


Plans to Organize Bootblacks. 

NEW YORK, July 16.—Montie

The suggested “AAA of 1937” 
contains the “ever-normal” gran- 
ary p It was sponsored by Ed- 
ward O'Neal, president of the 
Ameri Farm Bureau Federation, 
and indrsed in principle by Sec- 
retary «cf Agriculture Wallace. 

“The ever-normal’ grunary con- 
templatés the storage of crops dur- 
ing years there are surpluses, and 
their release for consumption dur- 
ing years of short yields. 

The tenancy measure sent to the 
White House provides for the 
spending of $10,000,000 the first 
year, $25,000,000 the next and $50,- 
000,000 each subsequent year. 

It also authorizes the expendi- 
tures of $10,000,000 the first year 
and $20,000,000 each of the next two 
years to retire crop lands not worth 
cultivating.

The Budget Bureau recommend- 
ed genera] expenditures of $7,834, 
036,159.59, while the comparable ap- 
propriations for last year were $8,- 
703,324,108.52. 

Although an economy campaign 
resulted in holding funds. some 
$300,000 under the Budget Bu- 
reau’s recommendations, this year’s 
appropriations would be more than 
one billion dollars ahead of last 
year’s had not Congress voted $2,-

UNITED STATES ASKED

WASHINGTON, July 16.—Dr. C. 
T. Wang, Chinese Ambassador, said 
today he had discussed with Secre- 
tary of State Hull the plea of 
China that the United States and 
other nine-Power treaty signatories 
take action in the present Chinese- 
Japanese situation.

FINSLER COMET 
WILL BE VISIBLE TO 
NAKED EYE AUG. 1 


Should Be Seen About 7 p. m. 
Near North Star, Says 
Harvard Astronomer. 


By the Associated Press. 

CAMBRIDGE, Mass., July 16.— 
Harvard astronomers said today 
that the newly-discovered Finsler 
comet, racing earthward, probably 
would first become visible to ob- 
servers, without telescopes, about 
Aug. 1. 

Dr. Fred L. Whipple said that al- 
though the comet would reach nor- 
mally visible magnitude about July | 
18, the brilliance of the moon dur- 
ing the coming two weeks would 
interfere with amateur observa- 


tion. 
During the first days of August, 


according to Harvard computa- 
tions, the comet should be seen at 
about 7 or 8 p. m. (St. Louis time), 
between the North Star, or Pole 
Star, and the horizon. It will still 
be faint, astronomers said, but 
should increase in brightness until 
Aug. 10, when it reaches third mag- 
nitude. It will appear as a some- 
what hazy star. At that time it 
will be near the second star in the 
handle of the Big Dipper. 


The comet, discovered nearly two 
weeks ago by Dr. P. Finsler, a 
Swiss astronomer, now has devel- 
oped a tail half a degree in length, 
Dr. Whipple said. The tail, how- 
ever, is long and slender, he said, 
and may not become visible to the 
observer without a telescope be- 
cause the comet itself never will 
become very bright. 


Definite computations of the or- 
bit have not yet become possible, 
but, Dr. Whipple said, it appears 
that the comet swings about the 
sun in a great ellipse, probably re- 
turning only at intervals of hun- 
dreds of years. On this visit 
astronomers expect it to approach 
about half as close to the earth as 
the sun, probably passing within 
50,000,000 miles. 


ORTHODOX CHURCH OPPOSES 
YUGOSLAV-VATICAN PACT 


Holy Synod Decrees Punishment 
for Members Who Support 
Concordat in Parliament. 


BELGRADE, Yugoslavia, July 
16.—Tension between the Serbian 
Orthodox and Catholic churches in 


Yugoslavia increased today as a 
result of the concordat between 
Yugoslavia and the Vatican. 

The Orthodox Holy Synod de- 
creed punishment for every mem- 
ber of its church who voted for 
the concordat now before Parlia- 
ment for ratification. 

Ratification by Parliament was 
delayed because the Serbian Church 
authorities maintained it “granted 
unequally high power to the Cath- 
olic Church in the field of educa- 
tion and politics.” 

Premier Milan Stoyadinovitch, 
however, told the Chamber of Dep- 
uties recently that the concordat 
was “a great contribution toward 
religious equality and peace in the 
country.” 

The chamber’s Judicial Commit- 
tee yesterday approved the bill for 
ratification. 


BRAZIL 10 BUY GOLD 
FROM UNITED STATES 


Under Agreement Purchases 
Will Be Used to Stabilize , 
_* Currency. 


By the Associated Press, 
WASHINGTON, July 16. — The 
United States Treasury brought 
Brazil yesterday into the growing 
group of nations with which it has 


made curency stabilizing agree- 
ments. 
A new accord, annou! 1d by Sec- 


retary of the Treasury Morgenthau 
and Arthur de Souza Costa, Brazil- 
ian Finance Minister, provides that 
the United States shall sell up to 
$60,000,000 in gold to the South 
American republic. 


The agreement, following by less 
than a week a similar understand- 
ing with China, provides that 
Brazil shall use gold acquired here 
for currency stabilization purposes, 

Payment in Dollars. 

The gold will be paid for with 
American dollars, acquired by 
Brazil in foreign exchange markets 
or through trade operations. The 
metal, which will come from the 
Treasury’s $12,400,000,000 store, will 
be left in this country. Against 
it, the Treasury may advance dolk 
lars to Brazil for stabilizing opera- 
tions. 

Brazilian spokesmen said the 
agreement was intended to brake 
fluctuations between their milreis, 
now quoted at about 6.6 cents, and 
the United States dollar. 

Treasury authorities said the two 
currencies would not be linked 
rigidly. 

Federal Reserve Board reports 
show that Brazilian gold reserves 
now total less than $50,000,000. 

The agreement provides that the 
Treasury shall render any technical 
assistance Brazil may request in es- 
tablishing a new central reserve 
bank, 


The accord increases to seven 
the list of nations with which the 
Treasury has currency understand- 
ings. Besides China, the others are 
Great Britain and France, original 
adherents to the tri-Power mon- 
etary pact last fall, and Belgium, 
Switzerland, and the Netherlands.

Labor unions, like Caesar’s wife, must be above 
suspicion. When they begin admitting known crim- 
inals to their ranks and into union offices, they 
damage the whole labor movement. With gangsters 
in executive and organizing positions, gangster meth- 
ods come into use. The result: public sympathy is 
alienated, and the cause of obtaining justice for the 
worker is acutely endangered. 

That a sweeping clean-up in St. Louis organizations 
is mandatory has been made plain by the facts 
brought out in the murder of John J. (Pudgie) Dunn 
and its aftermath. Dunn had served prison terms in 
Illinois and Michigan for two murders; he was last 
employed as a “bouncer” at an East St. Louis gam- 
bling resort. In his pockets, after he was shot to 
death early Wednesday at the entrance of the apart- 
ment building where he lived, were found credentials 
designating him as a delegate to the Central Trades 
and Labor Union from the Miscellaneous Hotel Work- 
ers’ Local Union. He also carried a card naming 
him as a union organizer. 

The police round-up of suspects disclosed a group 
of other unsavory characters with labor union con- 
nections. Among those under questioning were: 

John R. (Bab) Moran, under indictment in the . 
murder of John C. Johnson, Negro State’s witness 
in the Kelley kidnaping case; until recently man- 
ager of the Miscellaneous Hotel Workers’ Union, 
and the man who hired Dupn as an organizer 
at $50 a week. 

Sylvester (Babe) Baldwin, who has served a 
reformatory sentence for burglary and a prison 
term for a holdup and who was tried for the 
murder of a bank cashier; now an organizer for 

, the Bartenders’ Union. 

Joe Costello, with a record of many arrests, 
once charge/Awith robbery and murder in St. 
Clair County; an organizer for the Waiters’ 
Union until his ouster this week. 

Harvey Beavers and Rolla (Blackie) Dean, 
ex-convicts, who recently, according to police, 
tried to get jobs with the Gasoline Workers’ 
Union. 

Are men of this stripe to have a guiding hand in 
the labor movement? If they are, loss of public 
confidence in the integrity of the movement will 
inevitably follow. 

The opportunities for racketeers if they can worm 
their way into the ranks of labor are tempting. There 
are not only handsome: salaries, in many instances, 
but access to union treasuries and easy chances for 
shakedowns. Union members, non-members-and em- 
ployers are all prey for this shady gentry. They 
scorn. the legitimate methods of negotiation and use 
of economic weapons. Instead, they resort to intimi- 
dation, to beatings and bombings. They care nothing 
about the welfare of labor; they seek only to line 
their own pockets. 

* There are honest labor leaders in abundance, to be 

sure, but, as the old proverb has it, one rotten apple 
will spoil the whole barrel. Nothing so quickly 
alienates public sympathy for labor as resort to gang- 
ster tactics, just as the use of such tactics by em- 
ployers brings them into disrepute. The labor thug 
is a despicable form of animal, to be shunned just 
as rigorously by the worker as by the employer. It 
is a dangerous symptom when the rogues’ gallery 
gets into union headquarters. 

In the present case, the Miscellaneous Hotel 
Workers’ Union has taken prompt steps to clean 
house. Miss Kitty Amsler, international union rep- 
resentative, has acted on instructions from head- 
quarters and declared all offices vacdnt, pending an 
election. This is commendable, but‘ it’ is belated 
action. BEfforts of gangsters to “muscle in” need to 
be stopped at the outset. 

The interests of labor require a thorough purge 
of all suspected labor units in St. Louis—and all over 
the nation. Rooting out the gangsters and keeping 
them out will mean the virtual end of bombing, 
window-smashing and assaults in labor disputes. It 
will mean that the law-abiding rank and file get full 
value for their dues. It will mean a fairer hearing 
of workers’ demands by employers, many of whom 
have had good reason to doubt the honesty of labor 
delegates. It will mean new confidence by the public, 
and a stronger workers’ ‘movement with a greater 
record of achievement. 

Down with the labor racketeer! 
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INDORSED BY BOTH PARTIES. 

St. Louis County’s proposed $800,000 bond issue, to 
be voted on Aug. 17, has received the approval of a 
joint meeting of members of the Republican and Dem- 
ocratic County Central Committees. 

As we pointed out a few days ago, the bond is- 
sue, designed to pay off old debts and prepare the 
way for efficient handling of the county’s affairs in 
the future, is purely a business proposition. 

Indorsement by both parties makes this fact abuind- 
antly clear. 
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OUR OWN AFFAIR. 

Another use has been discovered for W P A men— 
their employment as traffic guides in large cities. It 
is reported that Chicago has 5000 such guides. Now 
St. Louis wants some of the gravy and is asking 
Harry Hopkins to let us have 1000 men at a total 
cost of $355,200. It is explained that the guides will 
have no power to make arrests, but, by aiding pedes- 
trians at crosswalks near schools, playgrounds, 
churches, etc., will help to reduce traffic accidents. 

What in the world has the Federal Government 
got to do with helping people to cross city streets? 
If such assistance is needed, it is up to the city to 
| provide the money and the men. Of course, the 
Federal Government, in providing W P A funds for 
all kinds of purely municipal projects, such as build-

‘are eager to capitalize, since it helps them make a 
better financial showing from local tax money, 


and we should say this traffic guide business is it. 
Has the idea taken root that the money for W P A 
employes is magically produced at Washington? Ap- 
parently so. For often the persons who carp at 
mounting Federal expenditures are the same ones 
who cry the loudest for Government money for local 
projects. 

Regulating the traffic of St. Louis is the City’s 
own affair and the cost of it should come from the 
proceeds of local taxes.

by the Federal Government on the manufacturing of 
the product. Theoretically, the manufacturer pays 
the first tax, but actually it is passed on to the 
consumer. 

Levying sales taxes upon other taxes is, we should 
say, about the last word in piling it on the consumer. 
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A NEW CHINA FACES JAPAN. 

Continued fighting between Chinese and Japanese 
troops near Peiping, with both sides now sending in 
reinforcements, makes it possible that the long- 
awaited military showdown between the two nations 
is imminent. Japan’s appetite for dominance of all 
Eastern Asia is unsatiated, and this. moment may 
have been chosen, before Chinese militarization is 
complete and while troubles beset the Russian Army, 
to attempt pushing the conquest further. 

If so, however, this will prove to be the most dif- 
ficult step in Japan’s long course of aggression, which 
ranges back to 1894. China is more effectively united 
economically, in morale and in military preparation 
than ever before in modern history. ‘The meek sub- 
mission of former tests at arms will not be re- 
peated. 

ft is apparent that the Japanese people.are not 
going to war on their own volition, if it is to be war, 
but are being pushed. The military clique, not the 
civil Government, has charge of the situation. The 
crisis arose, not after negotiations and ultimatums 
between the two capitals, but as the result of a stroke 
by Generals in the field. It may well be a desperate 
gesture by the militarists in the face of growing op- 
position at home to their aggressive course. The last 
election, followed by the forcing out of Hayashi'’s 
reactionary Cabinet, showed that popular support of 
military expansion is of the weakest. 

China, on the other hand, is rapidly becoming a 
nation solidly dedicated to fierce resistance against 
the invader. Chiang Kai-shek has strengthened and 
united his people. He has not only ended his long 
war against the Chinese Communists, but has acced- 
ed to their demands for a stronger stand against 
Japan. An army estimated as large as 2,000,000 sol- 
diers is available for the nation’s defense, with the 
world’s greatest source of manpower to draw upon. 

Early victories in a war may go to Japan, but the 
Chinese are a patient and persistent people. The 
Dragon, roused at last from his long slumbers, would 
be a formidable opponent. Perhaps pressure at home 
will serve to dissuade the Japanese military from a 
reckless adventure that could only reduce the nation’s 
slender resources to bankruptcy, no matter what the 
fortunes of war. 
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75 PER CENT OFF, BUT FEW TAKERS. 

Don't St. Louisans know a good bargain when they 
see it? The question is prompted by the fact that, 
although 75 per cent of penalties is now being waived, 
only $35,735 in delinquent taxes has been paid since 
July 1. This is the biggest bargain that tax debtors 
can expect to get, since the period for full waiver 
of penalties has expired. Almost $4,000,000 was col- 
lected while that offer was in effect, but about $11,- 
000,000 remains outstanding. Will the persons who 
owe it miss their opportunity to clean the slate at 
a great gaving? 

If they don’t take advantage of the offer, they or 
their heirs will ultimately have to pay anyway or 
lose the property. And if the money doesn’t come 
in faster, there is a good chance that the four nul- 
sance taxes voted by the Board of Aldermen, held 
up during the back-tax campaign, will be put into 
effect. It seems incredible that neither the induce- 
ment nor the threat has brought in more persons to 
take advantage of the City Hall's bargain offer of 75 
per cent off. 
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CONGRESS MOVES BACKWARD. 

The compromise farm tenancy Dill, sent to the 
President by the Senate yesterday, fails to include 
a provision that all employes of the proposed agency 
be placed under civil service, despite Mr. Roosevelt’s 
reiterated recommendations for broadening the merit 
system’s application in the Federal Government. 
Furthermore, both parties in the last campaign 
pledged extension of civil service. 

This particular omission, in defiance of presi- 
dential urging, party pledges and public. opinion, is 
quite in keeping with the attitude Congress has taken 
toward the merit system at the present session. The 
civil service provision was omitted from the recently 
signed Independent Offices Appropriation Act. Pat- 


‘ronage appointments of civilian employes of the CCC 


are continued. The railroad retirement agency does 
not come under civil service. Most amazing of all is 
the fact that the pending reorganization bill, widely 
touted as designed to bring new order and efficiency 
into the Federal establishment, actually broadens 
the right of presidential appointment rather than 
moving to “extend the merit system upward, outward 
and downward,” as Mr. Roosevelt urged i& his mes- 
sage of last January. 

While Congress has been moving backward in this 
respect, the League of Women Voters points out, the 
much-criticised state Legislatures have been making 
progress. In contrast with Federal inactivity, four 
states (Arkansas, Connecticut, Maine and Tennes-

The Governor indicated, in 
the language of the news dispatches, that the organ- 
ization would not “forgive” Senator Van Nuys, but 
would withhold its support when he comes up for re- 
nomination next year. 

This is'the frankest avowal we have heard, from 
a responsibie political source, of an intention on the 
part of a Democratic organization to punish a Demo- 
cratic Senator for refusing to scrap his convictions 
against the packing scheme and go along with the 
President.

Good record of older unions offers lesson to newer ones against a mushroom growth 
without seasoned leaders to hold undisciplined ranks to their contracts, says Penn- 
sylvania paper; Railroad Brotherhoods and printing trade groups are cited as ex- 
amples in which sound expansion has made for peaceful relations with employer. 


From the Pittsburgh Press. : 


ABOR, the newspaper of the Standard 

Railroad Brotherhoods, angrily answers 

charges about the “irresponsibility” of 
organized labor by declaring: 

“The regular labor movement is about the 
most responsible institution in this country. 
Take the 21 Standard Railroad Labor Or- 
ganizations, as an example. Some of them 
have been doing business with the carriers 
for between 50 and 60 years. 

“In all that time, not one of them has 
violated an agreement entered into with its 
employers, and not one of them has been 
convicted of violating a state or Federal law. 

“Can any considerable group in the busi- 
ness world equal that record? Why, Uncle 
Sam maintains one agency here in Washing- 
ton—and it’s a big agency—which devotes 
all its time to ‘policing industry.’ That’s the 
Federal Trade Commission, and the mem- 
bers will tell you that even when they work 
overtime, they are unable to handle the cases 
pouring in on them, involving all kinds of 
corrupt and criminal practices by business 
men and business organizations. 

“In addition, many other Government 
agencies, to say nothing of the courts and 
the Department of Justice, devote much of 
their time to tracking down dishonest busi- 


ness.” 
s « > 


We are glad to reprint these statements 
from Labor because they are true—both as 
regards what is said about the railroad 
unions and what is said about dishonesty in 
business. 

In the outcry caused by sit-down strikes, 
sympathetic strikes, jurisdictional strikes 
and violations of contracts, it is well to re- 
member that the conditions which they re- 
veal do not apply to all organized labor. It 
is also well to remember that business 
shouldn’t get too self-righteous, because it 
has had its full quota of disturbers and 
contract-breakers and law violators. 

The Railroad Brotherhoods have long en- 
joyed the respect of business men and the 
public at large. And so have many other 
unions. 

In our own  business—publishing—the 
printing trades unions have had a close re- 
lationship with employers for about as long 
a time as the Railroad Brotherhoods, and the 
principal crafts in this industry have estab- 
lished an enviable record for fair dealing. 
True, there have been some illegal strikes 
and unpleasant incidents—but in such cases 
contract obligations have usually been 
promptly recognized and strictly upheld by 
the international organizations of the unions, 
even though occasionally flouted by local 
hot-heads. 

There are many other unions* with good 
records, And it is well, in a time like this, 
to separate the sheep from the goats, to 
guard against condemning a ciass because 
of the derelictions of a part of it. 

Just as the extremists in business—the 
minority of chiselers who run sweatshops, 
lie in their advertisements, break contracts 
and violate the law—have been a tremen- 
dous embarrassment to the majority of hon- 
est business men, so are extremists in labor 
today menacing the entire union movement. 

Two things have lately been happening, 
we believe, which are responsible for much 
anti-union sentiment. Some of the mush-

room unions of the past few years have 
developed so rapidly that they have got 
ahead of the supply of experienced and ca- 
pable leaders available for the job of direct- 
ing them. 

Lacking union experience, inflamed by 
abuses to which their members have been 
subjected, without the help of an adequate 
number of trained organizers, and yielding 
to the very human impulse to grow over- 
confident because of early successes, new 
organizations have in some instances been 
running wild—to the great embarrassment 
of their older and more capable brethren.

Then, too, some of the older unions have 
yielded to the promises and lures of young, 
impatient rank-and-filers, and have turned 
out old and experienced officers in favor 
of youngsters who promised to get the mil- 
lennium by fast and furious action. These 
new administrations, lacking training and 
heedless of the lessons learned by their for- 
mer leaders through years of struggle, have 
often led old organizations into trouble. 

It is extremists—chiefly in new unions, 
but sometimes in old ones—who lately have 
been bringing embarrassment to organized 
labor. In the same way, extremists have 
long brought embarrassment to business. 

It would be a tragedy were responsible 
bodies like the railroad unions, the printing 
crafts and other old, established labor bodies 
to suffer from hostility aroused by a portion 
of the labor movement. Incidentally, it is 
significant that the railroads have long prac- 
ticed collective bargaining. So hag the pub- 
lishing industry. So have many other in- 
dustries in which the greatest union respon- 
sibility exists—a fact which indicates that 
those business men most willing to deal with 
organized labor have the least complaint 
about “irresponsibility.” 


A BILLION A YEAR FOR SPOILS. 
From Forbes Magazine, A 

HE spoils system in government costs the 

taxpayer an estimated one billion dol- 
lars a year. Unnecessary jobs, padded pay- 
rolls, waste due to inefficient and extrava- 
gant jobholders each year amount to more 
than the entire cost of the army and navy 
for 1936. It is more than the estimated total 
of all Federal income taxes to be collected 
this year. 

Government—Federal, state, local--is the 
largest employer in the world. It has the 
largest payroll in the world. It is the largest 
of all businesses. But it is not run by buasi- 
ness methods!

On the contrary, to obstruct a de- 
cision by a bare majority of uncon- 
vinced and reluctant Senators is to 
vindicate the right of the people 
to make great decisions deliber- 
ately.

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UPINION AGAINST WAGE 
RULE IN SCHOOL BIDS 


Board’s Attorney Thinks Clause 
in Coal Contracts Would 
Be Invalid. 


A requirement that contractors’ 
employes engaged in production, 
transportation and delivery of coal 
for the Board of Education shall 
be paid standard prevailing wages 
for their work would be invalid, in 


the opinion of Emmet T. Carter, 
attorney for the board. 

The request for his opinion arose 
in the discussion of the recent an- 
nual coal contracts occasioned by 
the complaint of one board mem- 
ber, Mark D. Eagleton, that some 
bidders paid “starvation wages” to 
their haulers bringing coal from 
Illinois mines. 

The attorney’s finding may have 
a broader effect, however, in view 
of the current consideration by the 
board ofthe possibility of enforc- 
ing labor standards in its various 
contracts for supplies. 

Committee to Make Study. 

Another board member, Mrs. 
Haymer Lowenhaupt, recently 
wrote President Francis, C. Sulli- 
van, requesting appointment of a 
committee to consider whether it 
was desirable and expedient for the 
board to enforce labor standards, 
and, if so, whether definite stand- 
ards could be established or the 
right merely reserved to reject bids 
when the board considered work- 
ing conditions unsatisfactory. 

She presented a motion for cre- 
ation of the committee last Tues- 
day, after Carter's opinion had been 
rendered. The motion, adopted 
unanimously, called on the commit- 
tee only to work out means for 
rejection of bids where working 
conditions did not meet satisfactory 
standards. She was made chair- 
man of the committee, which may 
not. meet for a time, as she has 
gone to California for six weeks. 

Supreme Court Wage Ruling. 

Carter, in his opinion, called at- 
tention to the State law requiring 
the board to award all contracts to 
the lowest responsible bidders and 
to a Supreme Court decision in 1935 
knocking out a St. Louis ordinance 
which sought to prescribe minimum 
wages to be paid under public 
works contracts. 

In that case, the Supreme Court 
said: “Our courts hold in general 
that where, in the letting of con- 
tracts for public work, restrictions 
or conditions are imposed upon bid- 
ders which tend to increase the cost 
of the work, such conditions and 
restrictions are violative of charter 
provisions requiring that the con- 
tract for the work be let to the low- 
est responsible bidder. . . Since 
the ordinance in question requires 
all bidders for public work to pay a 
stipulated minimum wage to their 
employes, it is clear that the or- 
dinance imposes a limitation other 
than responsibility upon all bidders, 
and hence the free competition pre- 
scribed by the charter is excluded 
and stifled.” 

The Supreme Court dealt with the 
city’s contention that it was em- 
powered to make certain specifica- 
tions, although they might exclude 
competition and increase costs, by 
saying that principle could not be 
applied in the case of the wage re- 
quirement. The principle, the Court 
added, lent no support of the min- 
imum wage rule and, “theré is no 
essential or necessary connection 
between the hourly wages paid by 
a contractor and the intrinsic qual- 
ity and character of work done.” 

While Carter did not wish to 
elaborate on his opinion, it was ap- 
parent that this court decision was 
of broad application. Whether the 
proposal to reject bids because of 
unsatisfactory labor conditions 
would furnish a way around the 
ruling doubtless would require fur- 
ther interpretation by the courts. 


JEFFERSON MEMORIAL MUSEUM

Highly Decorated Dress Sword Be- 
longed to Missouri Captain on 
Gen. Fremont’s Staff. 


A highly decorated dress sabre 
used during the Civil War by a 
Missouri Captain attached to the 
personal staff of Gen. J. C. Fre- 
mont has been presented to the 
Jefferson Memorial Museum, offi- 
cers of the Missouri Historical So- 
ciety announced today. 

The saber originally belonged to 
Capt. Aug. H. Borchert, who _re- 
ceived it from fellow officers of 
Company I in the First Regiment 
of the Missouri Mounted Volun- 
teers. The scabbard is banded with 
gold and the hilt is surmounted 
with a setting of garnets. On the 
blade Capt. Borchert’s Civil War 
associates had inscribed the Latin 
motto, “Semper Paratus”—“Always 
Ready.” 

R. W. Borchert, 5819 Cates ave- 
nue, a nephew of Capt. Borchert, 
who presented the sword to the 
museum, explained that his uncle 
left his home in Waterloo, IIL, in 
1861 to join Gen. Fremont’s staff.

Johnstown Resolution Says 
Some in ‘High Places’ Re- 
fuse to Protect Workers.

JOHNSTOWN, Pa., July 16—A 
national conference of citizens’ 
committees, in a resolution adopted 
yesterday, charged that “certain 
public officials in high places” had 
refused to protect American citi- 
zens in their right to work. 

Two hundred ministers, college 
professors and business men at- 
tending the convention from 70 
communities pledged themselves to 
“restore and protect those constitu. 


tional rights that have been taken 
from citizens by unworthy offi- 
cials.” 

The delegates met at the call of 
the Johnstown Citizens’ Committee, 
which directed a back-to-work 
movement after a strike was called 
at the Cambria works of the Beth- 
lehem Steel Corporation. 

In the resolution, adopted after 
sto debate, the conference de- 
plored violence in strikes and advo- 
_ catedequal legal responsibility for 

labor: unions and employers. 

“W'\ believe it the duty of the 
Goveihment to guarantee, by the 
impai tial enforcement of the law, 
the r ght of every citizen to work 
or str ke, as he may choose, and to 
join ¢¢ abstain from joining any la- 
bor ¢fganization,” said the resolu- 
tion. “We will oppose activities 
which are un-American, communis- 
tic and destructive to the welfare 
of our nation.” — 

Parts of the resolution charging 
public officials with failure to pro- 
tect workers aroused protests from 
feveral delegates. 

George Fay, a member of the 
American Legion post at Altoona, 
Pa. stood up and declared: “I 
couldn’t stay with an organization 
which adopted anything like that.” 

Earlier, J. G. Lester of Massillon, 
©., was cheered when. he said: 

“The citizens’ groups assembled 
here should tender a vote of thanks 
to Tom Girdler for smoking out ‘he 
Communistic activities brought en 
by Lewis (Chairman John L. Lewis 
of the C I O), Secretary Perkins 
and Franklin D. Roosevelt.” 

Future activities of the confer- 
ence will be directed by a five-man 
committee scheduled to meet July 
23 in New York.

of the truce was removal of the 
Thirty-seventh Division, command- 
ed by Gen. Feng Chih-an, south- 
ward to Paoting, 75 miles away on 
the strategic railway to Hankow. 
The bridge area southwest of 
Peiping where the Thirty-seventh 
clashed with the Japanese would be 
garrisoned by a “peace preservation 
corps” and the strategic barracks 
at Nanyuan, just south of Peip- 
ing, would be taken over by units 
of the Twenty-ninth army which 
are commanded by Maycr Chang 
Tse-chung of Tientsin. These units 
are considered pro-Japanese. 

The Central Government at Nan- 
king has insisted, however, it 
would recognize no local agree- 
ment. 

Heavy reinforcements for the 
Japanese positions continued mov- 
ing into the area. Foreign military 
observers considered the cperations 
the prelude to an attempt to seize 
possession of Tientsin and Peiping 
and the strategic railwxy that links 
the two principal North China 
cities. 

Comparative Strength. 
Japan was understood to have 
the equivalent of a war strength 
division in the Peiping-Tientsin 
area—a force of some 15,000. About 
3000 of these were already operat- 
ing from a new base at Fengtai, 
five miles southwest of Peiping. 
Another 3500 were said to be 
marching with full field equip- 
ment to. reinforce the army at the 
front. Chinese troops were placed 
at 12,000. The bulk of the Twenty- 
ninth army is in South Hopeh. 
Under cover of darkness last 
night the Japanese troops from 
Tientsin were brought up in all 
available trucks. The overflow reg- 
iments marched. 

Other units, including heavy ar- 
tillery, were started up the Hai 
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River into the Grand Canal to- 
wards Tung-chow op lighters. It 
was the first movement of troops 
to that area indicating possible op- 
erations east of Peiping. 


100,000 Japanese Troops Said to Be 
' En Route to China. 
By the Associated Press. 

NANKING, July 16.—A Chinese 
Government spokesman declared 
today the Government had “unim- 
pechable information” that five 
Japanese divisions, “totaling 100,- 
000 men,” are now en route to 
China. 

This force, the spokesman said, 
is being carried aboard 31 trans- 
ports and merchant vessels. Most 
of it will be landed in North China. 
The rest, the spokesman declared, 
will be landed in Korea “to await 
developments.” 


Japanese Get Reports of Chinese 
Advance on Peiping. 
By the Associated Press. 

TOKIO, July 16.—The Japanese 
War Office, mobilizing for war on 
a national scale, announced today 
it had received reports that the 
main forces of the Chinese Army, 
were advancing on poth Peiping 
and Tientsin to support the Twen- 
ty-ninth Route Army. 

The War Office estimated that 
more than 30 divisions—350,000 
troops—were concentrated on the 
border of Shansi Province just 
south of Hopeh Province. 

Japan began calling resérveg to 
the colors. Many of them were em- 
ployes of American firms in Japan. 
Police reserves were called out and 
the guards about munitions plants, 
navy yards and public buildings 
were trebled. 

The Government announced that 
troops from Japan’s homeland divi- 
sions were being sent to North 
China. 

Directors’ meetings of scores of 
banking, commercial, industrial and 
economic organizations, including 
the Japan Economic Federation, the 
Tokio Clearing House and the Tokio 
and Osaka Chambers of Commerce, 
pledged support of the Govern- 
ment’s China policy and especially 
aid in maintaining Japanese credit 
and currency abroad, 


BETTER DIET FOR PIGS URGED 


U. S. Public Health Service Criti- 
cises Feeding of Garbage.

WASHINGTON, July 16. — The 
United States Public Health Serv- 
ice is urging pork producers to 
put their pigs on a better diet and 
keep them well-groomed. 

“The pig industry is not showing 
the business sagacity that might be 
expected of an industry of :such 
magnitude when it continues to 
produce swine under conditions 
that justify the ancient and still 
current use of the term ‘filthy 
swine,” the service said. The 
practice of allowing porkers to feed 
on garbage drew particular criti- 
cism from Government health of- 
ficials.

on which new track is being laid; 
the East St. Louis Union Station 


approach, on which 60 per cent of 
the track work is complete, and the 
South Valley Junction approach, 
connecting with the eastern ap- 
vroach, which is completed. 

On the west side, work remain.- 
ing to be done includes the con- 
struction of connections between 
the bridge and the tracks of the 
Terminal Railroad Association and 
the Missouri Pacific Railroad at 
Twelfth and Gratiot streets, and a 
connection with the Terminal ele- 
vated lines on Gratiot street be- 
tween Seventh and Eighth streets. 
The southern approach has been 
completed for several years. 

Total cost of the work was esti- 
mated by Ross at $4,500,000, of 
which the Terminal contributed $1.- 
300,000; the Federal Public Works 
Administration, $307,000, and the 
city the balance from bond _ issue 
funds.

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'ABOR. ORGANIZER 
CHASED FROM TOWN 


Fedéral ‘Conciliator Says He 
so Was Forced to Leave 
Cleveland, Tenn. 


By the Associated Press. 
CHATTANOOGA, Tenn., July 16. 
—Noel Beddow, regional steel 
workers’ organizing committee di-' 
rector, and L. J. Smith, United 
States Department of Labor con- 
ciliator, both of Birmingham, said | 
they were forced to leave Cleve- 
land, Tenn., by “12 or 15 men” yes- 
terday. 
' Beddow said he and Sinith were 
in the office of the Brown Stove 
Works when the men entered and 
ordered them to “load up and get 


going.” 

“They followed us through the 
town and about three miles down 
the highway,” he said. 

A five-week strike of 2000 steel 
and iron workers employed at four 
plants in Cleveland ended Thurs- 
day. The» men were divided in 
union affiliations between the C10, 
whom Beddow represents, and the 
American Federation of Labor. 

Beddow said’ he and Smith had 
gone to Cleveland at “the tele- 
phoned request of officers of the 
Brown Stove Works in an effort 
to complete an agreement for the 
workers.” 

Beddow added that the Brown 
executives “had nothing to do with 
our being expelled from Cleve- 
land.” 

“Caused Enough Trouble.” 

“As the men, approached us in 
the office,” Beddew said, “a spokes- 
man asked ‘which is Seddow.’ I 
replied that I was ani he said 
‘we think the CIO and you fel- 
lows have caused enough trouble 
and I think you better get out. The 
business men of Cleveland have 
been knocked out of some $200,000 
in trade and workers out of four 
or five weeks work.’ 

“Tl told them that we were up 
there to try to settle this trouble. 
They told us when they first ap 
proached us that they represented 
the best people of Cleveland. 

“Smith told them he was a rep 
resentative of the United States 
Department of Labor. They said 
that didn’t make any difference and 
that ‘we are tired of these Govern- 
ment agencies butting into our af- 
fairs in Cleveland—load up and get 
going.’ ” 

Police Begin Inquiry. 

Gover Brown, president of the 
Brown Stove Works, said he was at 
the office of his attorney at the 
time of the incident. 

H. M. Fullbright, another offi- 
cer of the plant, said, “I saw some 
men talking with Beddow and 
Smith outside the office, but I paid 
no attention to them. Beddow and 
Smith got in their car and left, but 
I didn’t even notice who had been 
talking to them.” 

Chief of Police A. M. Trotter 
said he “started an investigation as 
soon as the affair was reported to 
me.” 

“All we know about this busi- | 
ness,” said Sheriff Anderson Bar- 
ger, “is what we read in a local 


paper. No report has been turned 
in to us.”

This, like the 
Washington backgrounds for “First 
Lady,” must be so expertly done 
that it will match imperceptibly 
with the actual photographs made 
on .the spot for process photogra- 
phy. 

Absolute Accuraty the Aim. 


Such accuracy as this has elimi- 
nated all but the more expert scene 
painters who flocked to Hollywood 
when the legitimate drama faded 
more or less completely from the 
smaller cities. The theatrical scene 
painter, McConnell says—and, hav- 
ing been one, he should know—is 
inclined to be more imaginative 
than accurate, but the camera can’t 
be fooled. Absolute mathematical 
accuracy is essential if painted 
backgrounds are to be used in a 
picture. 


Altogether McConnell used 70,- 
000 yards of cloth for his painted 
backgrounds last year, and he fig- 
ures these saved his studio almost 
$100,000 in cost of sets alone. 

Until recently almost all this 
work was done in black and white 
and gray, but McConnell has been 
experimenting and is using color 
on his drops now for what he 
terms “psychological” effect. It is 
the same desired cffect that long 
ago led set-dressers to use colors in 
the interior trim and furnishing of 
sets, even though the camera trans- 
lates it all in various shades of 
black and white. McConnell gets 
around the difficulty of photo- 
graphing certain colors by mixing 
them all over a basic black or gray 
pigment which will register even if 
the color will not. 


Nearly 150 pounds of watercolor 
pigment will be spread on the 30 
by 50 foot painted reproduction of 
the Lincoln Memorial. The muslin 
comes in seven-and-a-half-foot 
widths and is stitched together in 
horizontal strips, so that in rolling 
it.the double thickness at the seams 


will not pull the whole out of 
shape.

DIESEL ELECTRIC ENGINES 
IN USE AT MO, PAC. YARDS 


Four 600-Power Motors, First of 
Kind in St. Louis, Cost 
$72,500 Each. 

Four Diesel-electric switch en- 


gines of 600-horsepov-er, equipped 
with most of the driver conven- 


iences of .a pleasure automobile, 
have been purchased by the Mis- 
souri Pacific Railroad and are be- 
ing operated in company yards. 
The engines, which cost $72,500 
each, are the first to be used in 


St. Louis. 

The operator sits on the right 
side of the cab with safety glass 
on all sides. The cab is roomy 
and uncluttered with the variety 
of gadgets found on a steam loco- 
motive.

Low bidder on the electrical] dis- 
tribution contract at the State Hos- 
pital at Nevada was the Koeneman 
Electric Company, St, Louis, at 
$36,515. Low bidder on the power 
plant piping at Nevada was the 
Lynn-Bowman Heating and Equip- 
ment Co., Kansas City, at $69,718. 

The low bid on electrical distri- 
bution work for the State school 
at Marshall was Sam Ellis, Fulton, 
at $30,550, and on the power plant 
piping to the Groeschel Plumbing 
and Heating Co., Marshall, at $90,- 
795. 

The State Building Commis:ions’ 
Bi-Partisan Advisory Board had 
recommended trimming of other 
appropriations so to provide for a 
new power plant at the State prison 
here. 

Among recofhmendations are that 

a proposed prison wall around new 
sejestines be eliminated at an es- 
timated saving of $50,000. This 
project will be financed from other 
sources, commission members said.

More than 2 cents a bushel swift advance 
wheat values took place early today after 
moderate earlier setbacks. 

Concentrated buying of wheat quickly 
developed when prices dipped. In the ral- 
ly that ensued, overnight losses were soon 
more than wiped out and the market rose 
approximately 3 cents above the day’s bot- 
tom level. Rapid changes at this time 
were apparent in the character of black 
rust reports, enlarged damage reported to 
spring wheat crop northwest being especial- 
ly emphasized. 

Adding momentum to the upward sweep 
of Chicago wheat prices was right-about- 
face action of the Liverpool market. Liver- 
pool quotations, which at one stage today 
were down 1% cents a bushel, closed at 
4a @% of a cent net advance. Meanwhile, 
a good deal of attention was given to offi- 
cial estmates admitting that Canada’s 1937 
wheat yield would probably not exceed 
150,000,000 bushels, thus confirming crop 
loss estimates of 100, 000,000 bushels.

TOLLS ON MUNICIPAL BRIDGE 
TOTAL $4,492,911 SINCE 1932 


29,208,304 Passenger Cars and 10,- 
480,539 Commercial Ma- 
chines Have Crossed. 


Receipts from tolls on the vehicu- 
lar deck of Municipal Bridge in 
the five-year period from July, 21, 
1932, when collection of tolls began, 
to June 30 were $4,492,911, Comp- 
troller Louis Nolte announced to- 


day. 

The revenue from the tolls has 
been devoted to paying interest and 
principal of the $8,200,000 in public 
relief bonds, all of the proceeds of 
which have been expended. The 
last of the bonds will mature in 
1946, but they may be retired earli- 
er if funds from the tolls suffice. 


In the current fiscal year the re- 
quirement for interest will be 
$196,475, while in the year 1941,42 
it will be only $85,912. Doubtless, if 
toll income continues at about the 
same level as in the past, at least 
some of the bonds may be paid off 
a few years ahead of maturity. 

During the five-year period of 
tolls, 29,208,304 passenger cars and 
10,480,539 commercial machines 
have crossed the bridge, a total of 
39,688,843. The tolls are 10 cents 
for passenger vehicles and 15 cents 
for commercial.

South had found a vulnerable over- 
call. .With North’s great strength 
in hearts and clubs, it was a safe 
bet that South’s spade suit could 
stand less than adequate trump 
suppé&t. The alternative bid of 
three hearts by North would have 
been. ambiguous in that it would 
convey a picture of at least five 
and, Probably, six hearts. 

Wet dutifully opened the dia- 
mond jack, and East carefully 
studi d the dummy before he fol- 
lowea suit. The prospect of defeat- 
ing the hand was none too good, he 
saw—two spades and one diamond 
appedring to be the defenders’ only 
tricks, 

There was a chance, of course, 
that South held three diamonds to 
the king, in which case East’s dia- 
mond quota would be raised a trick. 
If t condition existed, well and 
good‘ But, meanwhile, East saw a 
defir te hope for defeating the con- 
tract even if declarer had only the 
king.gnd one diamond. (West could 
have no more than three diamonds, 
otherwise he would have opened his 
fourth highest.) 

As preparation for his defensive 
coup, East carefully refrained from 
playing the ace of diamonds to the 
first/'trick, choosing the queen in- 
stea¢y Declarer won with the king 
and, as ninety-nine players in a 
hund red would, started to take out 
trum ps. East captured dummy’s 
eight. with the king, and laid down 
the heart queen. Declarer had a 
presage of disaster, but the fat was 
in the fire and there was nothing 
he could do except go on drawing 
trumps. On a low trump lead from 
dummy, East hopped up with the 
ace, and now came the crucial 
play, the diamond eight! East had 
seen that declarer had started with 
six spades and this fact made it all 
the more unlikely that he had held 
three diamonds. If two diamond 
_tricks could not be taken, there was 
only one chance to defeat the con- 
tract and that was to find West 
with the nine of diamonds—a heart 
ruff (plainly called for by East’s 
previous defense) would save the 
day. Fate would have been decided- 
ly lacking in a sense of art if it 
had placed the diamond nine in de- 
clarer’s hand. 

Referring back to the opening 
discourse of this article, East’s play 
would have been spoiled if the hand 
Nad been played at double dummy 
and, as a matter of fact, if declarer 
had been acutely aware of all safe- 
ty methods, An immediate diamond 
return by declarer, after winning 
the ‘diamond king, would have 
thwarted East’s defensive coup be- 
fore it had even gotten under way. 
West never could have regained the 
lead for the vital heart ruff.

OUNG people are good to look

are synonymous. 

“Not always,” says a mournful 

voice. “My skin is awful. I've 
done everything, taken everything, 
and it grows worse.” 
“Not always,” sighs another. “I 
have to use all kinds of things to 
doctor myself so I can get by in a 
crowd, but nothing much happens. 
I hate to go out looking the way 
I do.” 


Cheer up. Almost all young peo- 
ple have a bit of trouble with their 
sking. It passes. All that is needed 
is careful hygiene. Skin is deli- 
cate. It cannot stand abuse, so 
don’t rush off and buy a box of 
this and bottle of that, and don’t 
rub and scrub and pat and pull and 
pack. Leave the skin to nature 
and give it only the necessary at- 
tention to keep it in health. 

Use warm water and a soap that 
feels good. Rinse well. Dash cold 
water, ice water if you have it, over 
the face, pat dry with a soft towel 
and go your way, blithely.

Sir E. R. Henry, late Commis- 
sioner of Police of Scotland Yard, 
London, England, devised a system 
of classifying fingerprints which he 
introduced in England in 1901. 

Sing Sing prison introduced fin- 
gerprinting for criminal identifica- 
tion in 1903. Fingerprinting was 
first used at the United States 
prison, Leavenworth, Kan., in 1904. 

There are more than _ 7,500,000 
fingerprints on file at the F BI in 
Washington, D. C. Over 11,000 law- 
enforcement organizations are sub- 
mitting them from all sections of 
the United States. They are re- 
ceived at the rate of approximately 
5000 daily. Eighty-one foreign 
countries, territories and American 
possessions are exchanging criminal 
identification data. Over 500 fugi- 
tives from justice are identified 
each month through the use of the 
F B I fingerprint file. 

A fingerprint record of a crimi- 
nal can be located by the F B I 
experts in the collection of 7,500,000 
fingerprints within a period of 2 
minutes. 


There are 400,000 civil finger- 
prints on file in Washington, and 
1000 citizens daily add their prints 
to this collection. Amnesia victims 
are identified and returned to their 
relatives through the use of these 
files. 

Several school children killed in 
the explosion of the New London 
(Texas) school, in 1937 whose iden- 
tity could not otherwise be deter- 
mined were identified by their fin- 
gerprints which they had taken at 
the Texas Central Exposition at 
Dallas the previous summer and 
placed on file. 

A “moniker,” or nickname, file of 
criminals is kept at the F B I. Such 
names as “Gate Mouth,” “Butterfly 
Billie,” “Am I Blue,” “Get Back 
Sallie,” “Butcher Knife Liz,” “Dago 
Rose” and many others are found 
in these files. Criminals are fre- 
quently caught by use of this “mon- 
iker” file. 

We have an army of 200,000 per- 
sons in our nation who will take 
a human life before they die. Three 
hundred thousand persons going 
about their daily lives today believ- 
ing themselves secure, will be their 
victims, and will be murdered at 
the fate of 36 every 24 hours.

eral Bureau of Investigation has 
sent to penitentiaries over 12,000 
enemies of society. 


Special agents of the Federal Bu- 
reau of Investigation at the time 


of their appointment must be be- 
tween the ages of 25 and 35. They 
must be graduates of a recognized 
law school, expert accountants, or 
have had extensive law-enforcement 
experience. Only one out of each 
1000 applicants is appointed. 


There are at this time 636 special 
agents in the FBI who are as- 
signed to 47 field divisions located 
at strategic points in the United 
States, in Alaska, Puerto Rico and 
Hawaii. 


A 14 weeks’ intensive training 
course is given each special agent 
when he is appointed. He must 
qualify as a marksman in the use 
of all types of guns. Eighty-four 
per cent are experts. A _ special 
agent must be able to take and 
classifly fingerprints. He also must 
be able to search the prints of a 
suspect through the bureau’s files, 
containing over 17,500,00°  finger- 
prints. He can determine if a ‘spot 
on a man’s clothes is blood. He can 
tell which side the blow came from 
that broke a window. He can tell 
whether a shot came from a par- 
ticular gun. He can tell the num- 
bet of a gun which has been filed 
away. He can sometimes read “in- 
visible” writing. He can pick out 
the typewriter that wrote the ran- 
som note. He can identify the 
handwriting of an extortionist. He 
can tell what is in a box before it 
is opened. He can reproduce his 
hand or face in lifelike appearance 
by the use of moulage. He can tell 
what type of bullet killed a man. 
He can tell what kind of tire left 
the track at the scene of a crime. 
He can take guns apart and as 
semble them in the dark. 


Sixty-seven per cent of the spe- 
cial agents hold one or more uni- 
versity degrees. They speak flu- 
ently one or more of 21 foreign lan- 
guages. They have had experience 
in over 100 different trades, indus- 
tries, businesses, sciences and pro- 
fessions. One hundred and ninety- 
three special agents have two col- 
lege degrees or more.

Wearing Clothes 
To Fit Your Job

ORE of the things that is con- 


stantly surprising me is to see 

how many girls and women 
don’t look as they should for their 
particular jobs. How many women, 
that is, who work in dress shops, 
urging chic little models on their 
customers and telling how much the 
dresses will ‘do for them,” wear 
unbecoming or frankly dowdy 
clothes themselves. How many girls 
who work in beauty shops need to 
have their hair set, and how many 
manicurists have badly cared for 
hands. Or how many secretaries 
wear clothes that give an impres- 
sion that is the opposite of capable 
or efficient. 


This seems to me poor business, 
both because of the effect it gives, 
and because of what it does to the 
individual herself. The manicurist 
with badly cared for hands, for in- 
stance, will never get to be the 
head of the establishment, and she 
is not the girl who will invent a 
new preparation for the hands or 
nails. She hasn’t enough real in- 
terest in the subject. If she had, 
she'd be trying out every prepara- 
tion in the place, seeing which 
worked the best and trying to find 
out why. She might even (like 
some young women I have known) 
take courses in cosmetics or chem- 
istry in the evening. The same 
thing applies to the girl who 
shampoos your hair or gives you 
any kind of a treatment. It’s even 
truer in the field of clothes. You 
can’t have a real “feeling for 
clothes” unless you feel how they 
look on you and take the trouble 
to analyze the reason. 


The principle may not seem s80 
obvious in the field of business or 
in a secretarial position, but the 
truth is that your appearance is 
pretty tell-tale in any field. The 
girl who isn’t capable of maRing 
herself look reasonably well-dressed 
is seldom very capable anyway. 
One who doesn’t look trim isn’t apt 
to be neat or accurate. And one 
who dresses inappropriately, in too 
fancy clothes, hasn’t very good 
judgment. There may be a good 
many exceptions to these rules, 
but when you’re looking for a job, 
the employer will be fairly certain 
to judge more by general rules than 
by the exceptions. Even when you 
have a job, the impression you 
make by your appearance will have 
some influence, and usually the 
results are well deserved. 

Incidentally, dressing to suit your 
job will really help you to do it 
well, When you are analyzing the 
kind of clothes you ought to wear 
and the general effect you want to 
give, you are analyzing the job it- 
self. You will find that you are 
getting a mental picture of the 
kind of a business woman you want 
to be, and dressing up to the role 
will help you to accomplish your 
ambition.

| HOLLYWOOD, July 16. 
FB you some time now, whenever 


you have thought of a butler or - 


a valet or a comedy head waiter 
in a motion picture you have 
thought of Eric Blore, But if you 
haven't the. producers out here 
have. If a script called for some 
one to buttle or be a gentleman’s 
gentleman, work was held up until 
Mr. Blore could be secured. Holly- 
wood producers just don’t believe 
any one else can really buttle. 

But the worm—if you can call a 
character who appears to have 
stepped right out from between the 
covers of a P. G. Wodehouse book 
that—is about to turn. Eric Blore 
wants to play other kinds of parts, 
comedy parts to be sure, and the 
big wigs of the cinemas, with many 
shaking of heads, are going to let 
him have his way. This will leave 
the field of movie butlers pretty 
well deserted for Mr. Blore rather 
had it all sewed up. 

We dare say that a good many 
movie fans rather believed that 
Blore was born into the serving 
class and that his father and _ his 
grandfather before him had been 
faithful retainers in staid old En- 


|glish families. No actor, they rea- 
,Soned, could act well enough to 


play that sort of a part like Blore 
plays it without having had actual 
experience. 

But it isn’t so. Far from it. Eric 
Blore has had lots of experiences 
but he’s never really been a butler 
and his father, Henry’ Blore, was 
one of England’s most famous class- 
ical scholars. How did he get that 
way? Well, he began his stage ca- 
reer playing a butler in the musical 
comedy, “The Girl from Kays” in 
1908 and he’s been playing ‘em, 
with few exceptions ever since. 

Well educated at Mills School, 
Finchley, Blore seemed destined to 
spend 20 or 30 years in the Govern- 
ment’s Civil Service in India, for at 
his father’s prompting, he passed 
the examination with high grades. 
But again, he explained his per- 
verseness asserted itself, and in-

stead, he became oe elerks in a Lon- 
don insurance office. He wrote pol- 
icies for a year and a half and then, 
having secretly cherished a desire 
to become an actor, proceeded to do 
so by way of the butler bit in “The 
Girl from Kays.” This was in 1908 
—and he was 20 years old at the 
time. 

His natural equipment consisted 
of a pleasing voice and willingness 
to work. These assets commended 
themselves to G. P. Huntley, one of 
England’s greatest actor-producers, 
and he permitted young Blore to 
accompany his troupe, putting on 
“The ‘Merrymakers,” on a tour of 
Australia. When the company re- 
turned to London, Blore was an 
actor. 

- . . 
URING the next four or five 
[) years Blore became a well- 
known figure in the music halls 
about London, both as a singer and 
comedian. 

One of his vivid recollections is 
the time he was virtually egged 
and ripe tomatoed from the stage 
of a theater near London’s Lime- 
house district when he undertook to 
follow Sir Harry Lauder on a Dill. 
The audience resented the newcom- 
er following their favorite so close- 
ly and Blore relates that he failed 
to last'even one performance. 

When the German march on 
Paris began, and Lord Kitchen- 
ers “Contemptibles” went to 
France to help check the German 
advance, Blore enlisted in the Ar- 
tist’s Rifles. This was a tradition- 
al body of English fighting men, its 
members being actors, artists, 
sculptors, singers and the like. 

Blore, who was then 27 years of 
age, enlisted as a Tommy. Soon, as 
the result of his service, he became 
a lance corporal and later he was 
gazetted to the South Wales Bor- 
derers as a Second Lieutenant. 

“Tl was fed up with marching,” 
he says, “so I applied for permis- 
sion to enter the Royal Flying 
Corps. The Colonel who received 
my application asked me why I 
desired to join the air corps. 

“T told him that-I was weary of 
going along on the ground, that I 
wished to get into the air which 
gives scope and individuality of 
expression. ‘Right,’ said the Colonel, 
and I was in the Royal Air Corps.” 

There was a six weeks training 
period during which the fledgling

flyers were required to learn the in- 
tricacies of six airplane engines, the 
principles of observation, flying, the 
Morse code and other difficult mat- 
ters, and Blore says that he did not 
believe he could possibly learn it 
all in six weeks time. “9 


“So I passed this observation 
along to my Adjutant,” he said, 
“and he asked me if I would like 
to become a balloon observer. I 
told him that since a balloon would 
at least keep up in the air without 
any assistance from me, that I 
would gladly become one. 


“We trained for the _ balloon 
service at Roehampton, near Lon- 
don. Before being sent to France, 
each observer was required to 
make six trips in a free balloon, 
the last one being a solo ascent. 
On this final soto trip one had to 
remain in the air for an hour. The 
idea was that althougb in France 
the small balloons were attached 
to cables the crew would be able 
to handle them and land safely if 
enemy airplanes caused trouble. 


“On the morning I was sched- 
uled to make my solo flight, they 
gave me a 28,000 cubic foot bal- 
loon, which sounds big, but it real- 
ly wasn’t a large one. Then it 
started to rain, making the balloon 
extremely heavy. It was filled with 
gas, and my captain, a witless in- 
dividual, whom we shall call ‘Cap- 
tain X’, told me to pull the cord, 
which opened the neck of the bal- 
loon and I entered. 


“*Hands off!’”’ Captain X ordered 
the ground crew. 


“They took their hands off, all 
right, but the balloon stayed on 
the ground. Then Captain X shout- 
ed, ‘Hands on!’ and the crew took 
hold of the ropes again. The cap- 
tain noted my three bags of sand 
ballast and shouted to me to take 
out one of them. 


“Stig nothing happened. The 
captain ordered me to remove half 
a bag of the ballast, and now the 
balloon showed an anemic desire 
to soar. It rose about one foot, 
then sogged back again. Mean- 
while, the rain was beating down, 
making the balloon even heavier. 


“Now Captain X had another bril- 
liant thought. ‘You’d better take 
off your grapnel and your grap- 
nel rope,’ he ordered. The grapnel 
is the anchor of the balloon, and 


weighs 56 pounds. I obeyed his 
command. 

“‘Hands off!’ he shouted to the 
ground crew, and this! time the 
balloon rose quickly from the 
ground. In fact, it went up so fast 
that it started perpendicularly up, 
and directly at a large chimney 
which was belching sparks, any one 
of which could easily have ignited 
the balloon. 

“‘Rip the balloon!’ Captain X 
shouted, seeing my danger, but 
since I was now up in the air, tech- 
nically I was under no obligations 
to take any more of his stupid 
orders, so I took a remaining bag 
of ballast, which weighed 28 pounds, 
and hurled it out. I tried to hit 
him with it, but missed by about 
a foot, unfortunately. 
the big bag had been lightened it 
shot up so quickly that we passed 
over the chimney and started to go 
skyward like a rocket. 

“T looked at my anemometer, 
which gauges the speed of ascent, 
and it was fluttering as violently as 
a bride’s heart.” 

. * . 
HEN Blore had time to take 
T stoc of his situation. Instead 
of having three bags of ballast 
and the grapnel with which to con- 
trol the flight, he only had a half 
bag of the sand left. Moreover, he 
was shooting through a dense mass 


of clouds and couldn't see the | 


ground below. 

“The anemometer slackened its 
fluctuations and by tossing out 
cigarette papers, which went up 
with increasing rapidity,” Blore 
says “I knew that we were going 
down with increasing rapidity. I 
then doled out that remaining half 
bag of sand, weighing 14 pounds, 
but it had practically no effect on 
my descent. 

“Knowing now that I was going 
to have to land, very soon, I looked 
down through the clouds and saw a 
cemetery on my right. On my left 
was a railroad track. In between 
was a patch of green grass. I 
resolved to land there. I let out 
the gas, then cut the rip cord s0 
that the 400 feet of landing rope 
fell out. This would break the 
force of my fall. But as I sped 
quickly down to earth I saw two 
mice on the green, who turned out 
to be men. 

“When the trail rope hit the 
ground, the men grabbed hold of it, 
and after being dragged for some 
distance I found myself lying on 
the ground covered by the envelope 
of the balloon, which now, of 
course, was deflated of gas. After 
I came to, I climbed out from un- 
der it to find an irascible and red 
faced Major looking down at me. 

“‘What on earth are you doing 
here, sir,’ he asked me. * 

“Grateful to be back on terra 
firma, I smiled beatifically up at 
him, and asked him where I was. 
He told me that I had gone a dis- 
tance of about four miles. So he 
invited me over to the quarters of 
the Royal Naval Air Service for a 
drink, after which I made a re- 
port, and that passed me into the 
aerial observation corps.” 

Blore then was sent to the 
Somme, where he spent a year ob- 
serving the results of British ar- 
tillery fire on the German lines. 
He also watched the approach of 
enemy aircraft. He developed a 
special sixth sense soon, he says, 
which enabled him to feel the ap- 


Now that |. 


proach of German planes before he 
could hear or see them. The work 
was extremely hazardous, because 
Blore and a few others were 1000 
feet aloft and virtually helpless to 
protect themselves against hostile 
planes which continually sought to 
bag an observation balloon because 
of their military importance. 

Later, he returned to service in 
the infantry as an officer, being 
detailed on the Armentieres front, 
and in 1917 he was allowed to run 
a concert party for troops of his 
division. This led to his assign- 
ment to the entertainment unit 
until he was mustered out of the 
service. :

HEN the war was over, Blore 
W reatiy began to make forward 

strides as an actor. He ap- 
peared in many of the leading mu- 
sical shows produced in London 
over a six-year span, and then came 
to New York, where he was seen in 
numerous Broadway productions. 
Among them were “Little Miss 
Bluebeard,” “The Ghost Train” and 
“The Gay Divorcee.” 

Blore has been in Hollywood four 
years, having been brought out here 
by R-K-O studios to duplicate his 
stage role in the film “The Gay 
Divorcee.” 

At the moment he has just fin- 
ished a role, a butler role, in “It’s 
Love I’m After” with Leslie How- 
ard on the Warner lot. He is really 
under contract to R-K-O, but the 
Howard piece called for a butler or 
a valet or something of the sort, 
so Blore was borrowed for the occa- 


sion just as hevshas been borrowed 
by every major studio since he was 
the head waiter in “The Gay Di- 
vorcee.” He’s been kept busy, too, 
ever since that first film. A lot 
of pictures centering around En- 
glish life are made in Hollywood 
and every well regulated English 
piece has to have a butler or a 
valet or a head waiter. That meant 
the director called for Blore—and 
waited until he could get him. 

But after “It’s Love I’m After,” 
or whatever they finally decide to 
call it, Blore says he is going in for 
different roles. Doesn’t want to 
play butlers all his life. Any actor, 
any good actor, that is, can be a 
good screen butler, he insists, al- 
though they may not look as funny 
ag he does. The other night at a 
preview of “Topper,” one of the 
best farces ever turned out for the 
cinemas, the audience was rather 
startled at the outburst of applause, 
coming from one spot in the the- 
ater, when Alan Mowbray stepped 
into the picture. It turned out that 
it was Blore applauding. Mowbray 
was playing a butler. 

Mr. Blore describes himself as 5 
feet 9, weight 170 pounds and 
slightly bald. That last is some- 
thing of an understatement. 

He is married and lives down at 
Santa Monica, where his 10-year-old 
son has no buttling ambitions. 
Wants to be a writer, a wish which 
he comes by honestly enough, for 
Papa Blore wrote several success- 
ful plays and musical comedies for 
the legitimate theater before he 
came to Hollywood.
